ALF way between Manila and Tokyo 

and approximately one thousand 
miles from each sits the semi-tropical Is- 
land of Okinawa, one of the farthest out- 
posts of the United States and the one 
facing the main- 
land of Asia. 
Looking to East 
and West, Oki- 
nawa is the link 
between Guam, 
the center of 
American inter- 
est in the Pacific, 
and the teeming 
Asiatic cities of 
Shanghai and 
Hongkong. Oki- 
nawa is, there- 
fore, one of the 
cross roads of 
the Pacific, the 
Place where al- 
most all must 
stop, but few stay. 


Here at Naha, in the Southwest corner 
of this seventy mile long Island, the 
Japanese, when Okinawa was a part of 
the Japanese empire, built an extensive 
Air Base: Here is the home of the 5ist 
Fighter Wing, “Frontier Fighters” of the 
United States Air Force. Signs of the old 
Japanese installations are still visible, the 
facade of old under-ground hangars, 
bombproof shelters, and the skeleton of 
a large steel hangar. Also are visible 
signs of the war, for this part of Oki- 
nhawa, a formerly forested Island, is en- 
tirely treeless as a result of invasion 
shellings. Now one encounters shell holes 
and scarred tree trunks, where formerly 
soft green semi-tropical vegetation was 
the rule. The 51st Fighter Wing still uses 
the location of the old Japanese runway, 
Tebuilt of course to American standards, 
and approached from both ends over 
arms of the ocean and paralleling the 
light green coral reefs that surround the 
Island. Behind this narrow coastal plain 
the rough hill country of Okinawa rises 
abruptly, and there, scattered through 
he hills, live the officers and airmen who 
operate and maintain this Fighter Unit 
on the Frontier.

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War Prisoners May 


Now File Pay Claims 


Former American prisoners of war and 
civilian internees of World War II can 
now file claims for compensation, Daniel 
F Cleary, Chairman of the War Claims 
Commissioned, announced 3 Jan. 

Claims forms can be secured from 
State veterans’ departments or other 
State agencies which have been desig- 
nated by the Governors to aid in the dis- 
tribution, from the 70 regional Veterans’ 
Administration offices, or from the War 
Claims Commission office in Washington. 

Commissioner Cleary, who served as a 
major in the Air Force during World War 
II, estimates about 193,000 former World 
War II prisoners of war, may be eligible 
for benefits under the War Claims Act 
of 1948. 

All completed forms should be sent to 
the War Claims Commission, Washington 
25, D. C. as soon as possible. The final 
date for filing claims is 1 March 1951. 
Only claims filed on the official forms 
provided by the Commission can be con- 
sidered, Mr, Cleary emphasized, and any- 
one filing a claim should answer all ques- 
tions according to the instructions. Let- 
ters or other communications will not 
be accepted as claims. 

Mr. Cleary explained that the War 
Claims Act, which the Commission ad- 
ministers, provides compensation of $1 a 
day for each day a member of the U. S. 
Armed Forces was held prisoner of war 
in any theatre if the enemy failed to sup- 
ply the amount or quality of food re- 
quired under the Geneva Convention of 
1929. In the case of the death of a prison- 
er of war, certain survivors are entitled 
to the benefit. 

Only World War II prisoners of war 
and certain specified civilian internees 
are eligible for benefits under the War 
Claims Act of 1948. The Act defines 
Prisoner of War as—“. . . any regularly 
appointed, enrolled, enlisted or inducted 
member of the military or naval forces 
of the United States who was held as a 
prisoner of war for any period of time 
subsequent to 7 December 1941, by any 
government of any nation with which the 
United States has been at war subsequent 
to such date.” 

The War Claims Commission’s deci- 
sions are final and not subject to court 





review. The Commission may, however, 
reverse or modify its findings upon ap- 
peal from the claimant. | 

Categories of claims not covered by the | 
War Claims Act, including personal in- 
jury and property claims arising out of | 
World War II, are being studied and a 
report to the President is being prepared | 
to be sent to Congress. (Section 8 of the 
Act.)

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USMC Promotion Zones 


The promotion zones and those Marine 
officers to be considered for advancement 
to fill vacancies in the grades of major 
general and brigadier general were an- 
nounced by Marine Corps Headquarters 
this week. 

The board to select major generals was 
convened 5 Jan., and the board to select 
brigadier generals, will meet 12 Jan. 

Thirteen brigadier generals may be 
considered for advancement to fill the two 
vacancies in the rank of major general. 
The zone established for those promo- 
tions extends to Brig. Gen. Robert H. Pep- 
per whose date of rank is 7 Dec., 1943. 
With the exception of three supply duty 
brigadier generals, those eligible for se- 
lection extend down to and including 
Brig. Gen. William O. Brice. 

Also, 10 colonels are included in the 
promotion zone for selection to the rank 
of brigadier general, the last officer in 
the zone being Col. William W. Paca, 
whose date of rank is 20 Oct., 1942. How- 
ever, those colonels eligible for selection 
to the next higher grade extend down to 
Col. Roger T. Carleson. He became a Colo- 
nel on 1 March, 1947. 

Four unrestricted duty vacancies and 
one supply duty vacancy exist in the rank 
of brigadier general. 

Lt. Gen. Thomas E. Watson, Command- 
ing General, Fleet Marine Force, Pacific, 
with headquarters in the Territory of 
Hawaii, will be president of the board for 
the selection of major generals, and Maj. 
Gen. Keller E. Rockey will preside over 
the board to select brigadier generals. He 
is presently Commanding General, De- 
partment of the Pacific, San Francisco, 
Calif. 





Navy Amphibious Force 


Commencing on 9 Jan., the Amphibious 
Force, U. S. Atlantic Fleet, under overall 
command of Rear Adm. Jerauld Wright, 
USN, will undertake the largest train- 
ing program in its history when amphib- 
ious assault training will be given at Lit- 
tle Creek, Va., to approximately 15,000 
personnel of the Army and a limited num- 
ber from the Air Force, preliminary to 
their participation in PORTREX, joint 
Armed Forces amphibious-airborne ex- 
ercises in the Caribbean early in March, 
1950. 

Culminating in a full-scale airborne- 
amphibious assault on the Island of Vie- 
ques, off Puerto Rico, PORTREX, will be 
jointly conducted by units of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Air Force, under 
the command of Admiral W. H. P. Blandy, 
and will involve more than 80,000 men of 
the combined services.

Board to Pick Army 
Colonels Meets 1 Feb. 


Selection boards to name Army officers 
for permanent and temporary promotions 
to the grade of colonel will be convened 
at the Pentagon on 1 Feb. The “best 
qualified” method of selection will be used. 

Army officials said this week that the 
permanent grade authorization for the 
Army is 2228 male colonels. As of 31 Oct. 
1949, latest date for which complete sta- 
tistics are available, the Army had 2125 
permanent colonels, excluding professors 
at the U.S. Military Academy and retired 
officers on extended active duty. The total 
number of male colonels serving on that 
date was 2998. 

Those eligible for consideration for per- 
manent promotion must meet the follow- 
ing requirements: 

Army Promotion List: All permanent 
lieutenant colonels who will complete 22 
years’ service for promotion purposes 
prior to 1 June 1950 and whose date of 
rank is 1 July 1948 or earlier. 

Chaplain’s Promotion List: All perma- 
nent lieutenant colonels who will com- 
plete 22 years’ service for promotion pur- 
poses prior to 1 July 1950 and whose date 
of rank is 1 July 1948 or earlier. 

Judge Advocate General’s Promotion 
List: All permanent lieutenant colonels 
who will complete 21 years’ service for 
promotion purposes prior to 1 July 1950 
and whose date of rank is 1 July 1948 or 
earlier. 

Medical, Dental and Medical Service 
Corps Promotion Lists: All permanent 
lieutenant colonels who will complete 21 
years’ service prior to 1 July 1950 and 
whose date of rank is 1 July 1948 or 
earlier. 

There will be no permanent promotions 
to the grade of colonel in the Veterinary 
Corps. 

Officers meeting the above requirements 
may, if they desire, submit a written com- 
munication to the Adjutant General, De- 
partment of the Army, Attention: De- 
partment of the Army Selection Board 
within 10 days after the board convenes. 


Temporary Promotions 


For temporary promotions to lieuten- 
ant colonel, the following Regular and 
non-Regular officers will be considered: 

Army: Permanent lieutenant colonels 
serving in that grade with 20 years’ pro- 
motion service prior to 1 July 1950 whose 
permanent date of rank is 1 July 1948 or 
earlier and non-Regular officers serving 
in the grade of lieutenant colonel with 
temporary date of rank of 31 July 1942 
or earlier. 

Chaplains: Permanent lieutenant colo- 
nels serving in that grade with 19 years’ 
promotion service prior to 1 July 1950 
whose permanent date of rank is 1 July 
1948 or earlier and non-Regular officers 
serving in the grade of lieutenant colo- 
nel whose temporary date of rank is 6 
Feb. 1945 or earlier. 

Judge Advocate General’s Corps: There 
will be no temporary promotions to the 
grade of colonel. 

Medical Corps: Permanent lieutenant 
colonels serving in that grade with 18 
year’ promotion service prior to 1 July

Education of Dependents 


The Army has published a revised regu- 
lation concerning education of depen- 
dents. AR 350-950 explains that the pur- 
pose of the education of dependents pro- 
gram is to assist certain children who 
live in occupied areas or in Government 
quarters under Army jurisdiction “to ob- 
tain the free American public school edu- 
cational opportunities to which they 
normally are entitled but which otherwise 
may be denied them because of their resi- 
dence in Government quarters or in oc- 
cupied areas.” 

The text of the regulation follows: 


1, Purpose.—The purpose of the education 
of dependents program is to assist certain 
children who live in occupied areas or in 
Government quarters under Department of 
the Army jurisdiction, to obtain the free 
American public school educational oppor- 
tunities to which they normally are entitled 
but which otherwise may be denied them be- 
cause of their residence in Government quar- 
ters or in occupied areas. 

2. Objective.—The objective of the educa- 
tion of dependents program is to provide 
guidance, and financial assistance from ap- 
propriated funds, to commanders concerned, 
when such assistance is needed to provide an 
adequate public-school type education to de- 
pendents of certain military and civilian per- 
sonnel under their command. 

3. Responsibility.—a. The Adjutant Gen- 
eral is responsible for the operation of this 
program for the Department of the Army. 
The Adjutant General will prepare and de- 
fend the estimated budget requirements; will 
maintain such records and other data as are 
necessary for the effective management of 
the program; and will coordinate matters 
pertaining to this program with interested 
staff and other agencies as necessary. 

b. Major commanders and all other com- 
manders who normally report direct to Head- 
quarters, Department of the Army will be 
responsible for the implementation of this 
program at all installations within their re- 
spective areas. 

4. Funds.—a. Authority.—Authority for the 
use of appropriated funds for the education 
of dependents program is contained in the 
annual National Military Establishment Ap- 
propriation Acts, and in the annual Foreign 
Aid Appropriation Acts. 

b. Limitations. 

(1) Appropriated funds allotted for this 
purpose will be used to provide only ele- 
mentary and secondary education (grades 1 
through 12) to eligible dependents as defined 
in (2) below, an may be limited to a specified 
maximum amount of such funds that can be 
spent for each eligible dependent in any one 
fiscal year. 

(2) Only the following school-age children 
will be eligible for assistance from the ap- 
propriated funds provided for this program: 

(a) Dependent children of all military per- 

sonnel of the Armed Forces of the United 
States who reside in occupied areas, or in 
Government-owned or leased quarters under 
the jurisdiction of the Department of the 
Army . 
(b) Dependent children of American civil- 
service employees of the Armed Forces of 
the United States who reside in occupied 
areas, or in Government-owned or leased 
quarters under the jurisdiction of the De 
partment of the Army. 

(c) Dependent children, resident in oc- 
cupied areas, of American citizens who are 
full time employees in occupied areas of any 
agency of the United States Government. 

(3) These regulations do not apply to the 
elementary and secondary school assistance 
program supported with funds of the Civil 
Works Agency, Office of the Chief of Engi- 
neers, United States Army. 

c. Estimates. — Estimates of requirement 
and annual requests for appropriated funds 
to be used for this program will be included 
in the estimated annual budget and funding 
program requirements submitted by com- 
manders in accordance with instructions as 
issued by the Comptroller of the Army. To 
the extent approved by Headquarters, De- 








partment of the Army, annual funding pro- 
grams will be established in the usual man- 
ner. 

d. Use of nonappropriated funds.—In the 
event appropriated funds provided for this 
program are inadequate, they may, at the 
discretion of the commander concerned, be 
supplemented with nonappropriated funds in 
accordance with regulations pertaining there- 
to, if such funds are available. Charges 
against individual parents will be considered 
only as a last resort and will be held to a 
minimum. 

5. Supplies and equipment.—a. T/A 10- 
100-8, 11 April 1949, provides authorization 
for the issue in unoccupied areas of ex- 
pendable supplies for this program from 
Regular Army stocks. Authorization for the 
issue of nonexpendable supplies from Regu- 
lar Army stocks for this program will be 
contained in a forthcoming supplement to 
pertinent tables of allowances. 

b. Items required by overseas commanders 
for this program but not provided for in ap- 
propriate tables of allowances and for which 
procurement in the United States is desired, 
may be requested, within funding program 
limitations, by oversea commanders from 
The Adjutant General, Washington 25, D. C., 
Attention: AGAO-R, in accordance with in- 
structions contained in SR 350-950-1. Army 
supplies and equipment issued for this pro- 
gram in occupied areas may be issued on a 
reimbursable basis. 

6. Operation.—a. It is the policy of the 
Department of the Army to utilize only 
American public school facilities and services 
for the education of those eligible children 
assisted under this program whenever such 
facilities and services are available and when 
adequate arrangements can be effected with 
appropriate public school authorities. Ap- 
propriated funds provided for this program 
may be utilized to the extent such funds are 
available to defray any necessary charges 
incident to the enrollment and instruction of 
eligible children in American public schools. 

b. Whenever adequate arrangements can 
not be effected for the enrollment of eligible 
children in an existing American public 
school, the following alternative arrange- 
ments are authorized, in the order named, 
for the elementary and secondary education 
of such dependents: 

(1) Agreement with local authorities to 
provide for the operation by such authorities 
of an adequate American public or public- 
type school on the post concerned. 

(2) Agreement to provide for the enroll- 
ment and instruction of eligible children in 
overseas areas in an adequate English-speak- 
ing school, 

(3) Procurement of authorized correspond- 
ence or extension courses, and the employ- 
ment of group supervisors or proctors as 
necessary. 

(4) Operation of an Army-operated public- 
type school, Army-operated schools for de- 
pendents in other than occupied areas will 
not be supported with appropriated funds 
provided for this program without prior au- 
thorization from Headquarters, Department 
of the Army. 

c. In occupied and other oversea areas the 
coordination or consolidation of the educa- 
tion of dependents program in adjoining or 
nearby separate Army commands is author- 
ized for the purposes of improving the quali- 
ty of the educational services provided, in- 
creasing economy, or providing a more 
efficient management. 

d. School-age dependents of military or 
civil service employees of the Departments 
of the Navy and the Air Force who occupy 
Government quarters under the jurisdiction 
of an Army commander will be considered 
by such commander as eligible Army de- 
pendents entitled to Army assistance under 
this program, and will be provided for in the 
same manner as eligible Army dependents. 
A similar courtesy pertaining to this pro- 
gram has been extended to Army dependents 
by the Navy and the Air Force. 

e. Where an Army commander provides 
assistance under this authority to American 
public or other English-speaking schools, or 
for the support of an Army-operated school, 
he will inform any naval or Air Force com- 
manders that might be concerned in the 





same area in order to permit the establish- 
ment of reasonably uniform assistance plans 
for the same schools or in the same areas, 
or for the purpose of encouraging a joint 
utliization of service-operated schools for de- 
pendents of all such services where such 
utilization is practicable. The policies and 
regulations of the Army, the Navy, and the 
Air Force which pertain to this program are 
generally uniform. 


f. Every reasonable effort will be exerted 
to insure that the funds provided for the 
support of this program are used with both 
economy and effect. Payments required by 
public schools in the United States, its Terri- 
tories and possessions, and by English-speak- 
ing schools in other oversea areas will be 
held to a reasonable minimum and finally 
will be determined and agreed upon only 
after all the pertinent factors have been con- 
sidered in conference between the school 
and military authorities concerned. 


g. All Army-operated schools supported 
with these funds will be managed with the 
greatest possible economy consistent with 
providing an adequate American public- 
school type education to the eligible children 
concerned, and will be so organized and op- 
erated in occupied areas that they may be 
considered as suitable American schools for 
demonstration purposes. Army-operated sec- 
ondary schools will be expected to obtain 
accreditation from recognized State, regional, 
or National Accrediting Associations in the 
United States. 


h. All Army-operated schools will be ex- 
pected to provide instruction curricular, and 
extra-curricular programs, guidance, and op- 
portunities for pupil development sufficient 
to permit the pupils’ educational progress to 
be at least equal to that provided by the 
better American public schools. Uniform 
grade and progress recording systems will 
be established with a view to facilitating the 
subsequent transfer of eligible dependents 
into the American public-school system, or 
colleges, with a minimum of difficulty.

Adm. Bogan to Retire 


After reading press reports that he was 
to be reassigned as Commander, Fleet 
Air, Jacksonville, Fla.—a post presently 
held by a rear admiral—Vice Adm. Gerald 
F. Bogan, First Task Fleet Commander 
in the Pacific, this week announced his 
intention to retire. 

It was a letter from Admiral Bogan, 
later endorsed by Admiral Arthur W. 
Radford, Pacific Fleet Commander, and 
by Admiral Louis E. Denfeld, former 
Chief of Naval Operations, and released 
to the press by Capt. John G. Crommelin, 
which helped foment the Congressional 
hearings on the Armed Forces last year. 

Admiral Bogan, 55, was graduated from 
the U. S. Naval Academy in 1916. He was 
given the rank of Vice Admiral on 2 
Dec. 1945, when named Commander Air, 
Atlantic Fleet. 

Qualified as a naval aviator in 1925, he 
has spent all of his subsequent Naval 
career in aviation and is regarded as one 
of the Navy’s strongest advocates for 
increased air power. 

In Aug. 1940, Admiral Bogan was as- 
signed duty in connection with the estab- 
lishment of the Naval Air Station at 
Miami, Fla., and commanded that station 
until 3 Oct. 1942, when he was ordered to 
command the USS Saratoga. Under his 
command that carrier, which had been 
damaged in Aug. 1942 and returned to 
Pearl Harbor for repairs, operated in the 
South Pacific. Detached from command 
of the Saratoga on 15 June 1943, he served 
from 21 June until 10 Oct. 1943, as Com- 
mander, Naval Air, Tenth Fleet, under 
Fleet Admiral, then Admiral, Ernest J. 
King, USN. The Tenth Fleet had no ships 
of its own but drew on air and surface 
forces of the Atlantic Fleet to combat 
the submarine menace, On 14 Oct. 1943, he 
was transferred to duty as Commander, 
Fleet Air, Norfolk, Va., serving in that 
assignment until 7 Jan. 1944. 

On 18 Jan. 1944, Admiral Bogan as- 
sumed duty as Commander, Carrier Di- 
vision 25, was transferred 23 May 1944, 
as Commander, Carrier Division 11, and 
on 5 Feb., 1945, became Commander, Car- 
rier Division 4. For his services in those 
commands during widespread operations 
in the Pacific Area he was awarded the 
Legion of Merit, the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal, a Gold Star in lieu of the sec- 
ond Distinguished Service Medal, and the 
Navy Cross. 

In Sept. 1945, following the capitula- 
tion of the Japanese the preceding AU- 
gust, Admiral Bogan was ordered relieved 
of command of Carrier Division 4 and to 
return to the United States.

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Army To Lose Thousands 


From a strength of 659,400 on 30 Nov., 
the Army will be cut to 630,000 by 1 Feb. 
to meet budgetary requirements. 

Early discharge of certain enlisted per- 
sonnel, the year-end separation of hun- 
dreds of Reserve officers and suspension 
of original enlistments during this month 
will help achieve the large personnel re- 


duction. 

In a message to commanders around 
the world, the Army said: 

“4, Budgetary restrictions make it neces- 
sary that the strength of the Army be reduced 
before 1 February 1950. It is not expected 
that a separation program such as directed 
in this message will be repeated in the fore- 
seeable future. 

“2 Any Regular Army enlisted man within 

the zone of the interior (except a 21-month 
enlistee) who is due for separation during 
February, March and April, 1950, for ETS, 
and who makes application for discharge in 
writing, will be discharged during January, 
1950. 
“3. Any Regular Army enlisted man within 
the zone of the interior (except a 21-month en- 
listee) who is due for separation during 
February, March and April, and who does 
not qualify for reenlistment under paragraph 
9, SR 615-105-1 because he has not reached 
the grade of Private, First Class (E-3) or 
Private (E-2), as applicable, will be dis- 
charged during January, 1950; except that 
no man will be discharged if his unit com- 
mander states in writing that he expects 
the man will be promoted to a grade which 
would make him eligible for reenlistment 
prior to normal expiration of service; and 
further, that no man with legal dependents 
will be discharged under this authority 
against his desire. Commanders will insure 
that no man is reduced in grade solely for 
the purpose of discharge under this para- 
graph. 

“4, Effective during January only, all ap- 
plications for discharge for dependency or 
hardship will be carefully considered or re- 
considered and favorable consideration given, 
first, to all borderline cases, regardless of 
whether the conditions existed at time of 
enlistment, and secondly, to all cases where 
such discharge would be to the best interest 
of the service. 

“5. Exceptions will be made in cases where 
personnel are awaiting trial or result of trial, 
under investigation, serving sentences of con- 
finement, undergoing medical care or hos- 
Pitalization, or awaiting disposition in con- 
nection with separation or retirement for 
physical disability; and other individual 
cases when deemed by appropriate discharge 
authorities to be in the best interest of the 
service. Such personnel will complete their 
normal terms of enlistment. Commanders of 
all PORTREX units are authorized to exempt 
any personnel in their commands affected by 
these instructions. 

_ 6, Every individual due for discharge dur- 
ing February, March and April should be 
interviewed as early as possible regarding 
their eligibility for early discharge. Insofar 
as practicable, about one-half of the men at 
each Station due for separation under these 
Instructions will be separated by 19 Jan. and 
the remainder by 26 Jan. No discharges un- 
der these instructions will be made after 31 
Jan. These instructions are not applicable 
to personnel who enlisted for 21 months in 
the Regular Army under the Selective Serv- 
ice Act of 1948, except in case of dependency 
or hardship. The provisions of paragraph 3b, 
Circular 335, D/A, 1948, which authorizes 
early discharge due to unused leave are 
applicable. Paragraph 1, AR 615-365 (Con- 
venience of the Government—PETS) and this 
message will be cited as reason and authority 
for discharge on appropriate separation 
forms, except Section III, AR 615-362 and 
this message will be cited as reason and au-

Strengthening the nation’s military re- 


the legislative program to be sponsored 
in the second session of the 81st Congress 
by the Reserve Officers Association of the 
United States. 

The Association has announced it will 
ask for the creation of Assistant Secre- 
taries of the Army, Navy and Air Force 
to handle Reserve maters on the highest 
policy levels. It will also push for laws 
to establish Bureaus of Reserve Affairs 
in the Army and Air Force Departments 
as well as high-level military posts for 
Reserve matters. 

The Reserve Officers Association an- 
nounced that it would boost two pieces 
of military legislation which are not 
strictly of a Reserve nature. The first is 
legislation establishing the permanent 
strength of the Marine Corps at not less 
than six per cent of the total Armed 
Forces strength; and second, a law com- 
pelling recognition of battlefield promo- 
tions in determining grade for retirement. 

Other legislation which the Reserve 
Officers Association will sponsor or sup- 
port includes: 

A law providing adequate training facili- 
ties for Reserve units and full use of existing 
armories and training centers; (HR 4570). 

Improvement and modernization of the 
laws under which the Naval Reserve and Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve are organized and ad- 
ministered; (HR 2828). 

Provision for funds and authority to train 
Coast Guard Reservists; \ 

Appointment of a Congressional committee 
to investigate the Air National Guard as 
presently set up; 

Provision for a uniform (clothing) allow- 
ance for members of the Army and Air Force 
Reserve who are required to have uniforms. 
Naval Reservists now have this benefit; (S 
220).

“Whoever, within the United States 
furnishes, equips or arms, or attempts to 
furnish, equip or arm any aircraft with 
the intent that such aircraft shall be 
employed in the service of any foreign 
government against the subjects, citizens 
or property of any foreign government 
with which the United States is at peace, 
shall be fined not more tsan $10,000, or 
imprisoned not more than three years, 
or both. Every such aircraft and its equip- 
ment and armament, together with all 
materials, arms, ammunition and stores 
which may be in or on such aircraft shall 
be forfeited to the use of the United 
States.” 





Cancel Carrier Contract 

Despite the fact that it has been months 
since construction of the super-carrier 
USS United States was abandoned, con- 
tract renegotiations with the Newport 
News, Va., Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Company have not yet been completed, 
Navy officials said this week. Shortly 
after work on the huge carrier was 
halted, it was reported that normally 
about three months are required for such 
renegotiation work.

Army Closes Plants 

Final plans for ending the Army’s 
nitrogenous fertilizer program were an- 
nounced this week. 

Closing out of the program is in ac- 
cordance with the original policy of the 
Army to end its fertilizer manufacturing 
activities when commercial facilities 
were in a position to supply the Army’s 
needs without jeopardizing necessary sup- 
ply to the American farmer. 

Closing of the fertilizer producing 
plants results from a material drop in 
the need for export of fertilizer to Japan 
and Korea, the Army stated. By 30 June 
both countries are expected to be able to 
fill all their needs in this regard from 
commercial sources, Germany became 
self-sufficient in this respect approximate- 
ly one year ago. 

Manufacture of nitrogenous fertilizer 
was initiated by the Army in Oct. 1946, 
after it had been unable to obtain any 
considerable amount for use in occupied 
areas. Shipments of fertilizer were then 
vitally needed to restore agricultural 
production in occupied areas, to reduce 
the need for sending food from the United 
States, and to provide self-help for peo- 


| ples in the occupied countries. 


Production was started at Army ord- 
nance plants so as to supply the current 
need and in order to prevent excessive 


drain on commercial production in this 


country, which was then having difficulty 
in supplying its own needs. It is now 
anticipated that private plants can fiil 
any future needs the Army may have for 
nitrogenous fertilizers. 

Facilities to be closed early in February

Report on Canadian Army 

Following publication in last week’s is- 
sue of an article reporting recent expan- 
sion of the Royal Canadian Air Force, 
there was made available this week sim- 
ilar data concerning the Canadian Army. 

Emphasized in the Army report was 
the “stepped up program of airborne and 
winter training for all ranks, the intro- 
duction of newer clothing and more mod- 
ern equipment and the great strides made 
towards completion of an unprecedented 
program embracing armories, barracks 
and married quarters for the troops.” 

In these particulars, the problems of 
the Canadian Army during 1949 were 
greatly similar to those of the U.S. Army. 

Noteworthy in the Canadian report 
was the disclosure that reenlistments dur- 
ing the year reached the phenomenal 
record of 97 per cent. The second “hitch” 
is for three instead of five years. 

The strength of the active force in Dec. 
was 20,444, an increase of more than 2200 
officers and men since 1 Jan, 1949.

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The Army and Industry 


The following article, “The Army 
Learns from Industry” was written by 
Mr. William Hines, who this week relin- 
quished his post as consultant to the 
Chief, Public Information Division, De- 
partment of the Army, to return to pri- 
vate life. Mr. Hines, who was in charge 
of on-job training of personnel in the 
public information field, prepared the ar- 
ticle for the Armed Forces Information 
School. The text of his paper follows: 

“The School of Hard Knocks is rapidly 
becoming a leading educational institu- 
tion for the training of officers and en- 
listed personnel of the Army. Since World 
War II (and in a few specialties even 
earlier) the Army has been supplement- 
ing its well-rounded academic system by 
providing selected personnel with spe- 
cialized training—or internship—in indus- 
try. 

“Virtually every type of industrial, sup- 
ply and procurement activity within the 
scope of Army services is represented 
among the cooperating civilian agencies. 
Last summer, for example, training was 
going on simultaneously in the personnel 
offices of Macy’s department store, the 
maintenance shops of the Union Pacific 
Railroad, the kitchens of the Palmer 
House in Chicago, the city room of the 
Arkansas Gazette in Little Rock, the 
traffic department of the Pacific Freight 
Lines in Los Angeles and behind the 
microphones of KPRC in Houston and the 
television cameras of WAAM in Balti- 
more. 

“In one outstanding instance, the officer 
internship program conducted by the Per- 
sonnel and Administration Division has 
provided training for some eighty officers 
during the past three years. These in- 
terns—ranging in grades from captain to 
colonel—have combined theory and prac- 
tice in a part-school, part-industry course 
designed to advance the Army’s knowl- 
edge of administrative techniques. Many 
of them have received master’s degrees 
in personnel administration at leading 
universities, and a few have completed 
studies for doctorates in the academic 
phase of the program. In addition, in 
every case scholastic work has been com- 
bined with observation and personnel 
practice with one or more industrial con- 
cerns. One officer completed his formal 
schooling as a Ph.D. and subsequently 
‘blitzed’ 26 major industries, picking up 
pointers on how business tackles its mul- 
tifarious personnel problems. He was an 
exception, however, for most personnel 
interns spend relatively long periods of 
time with two or three concerns. 

“As an onlooked-for byproduct, indus- 
try has found that it, too, gains much 
from the program. In the minutes of a 
management meeting of a large manu- 
facturing firm, the personnel manager is 
quoted: ‘The report which this officer 
rendered us when he left after his period 
of internship was much more impressive 
and enlightening than several outstand- 
ing texts I have reviewed on the subject 
of personnel management.’ This report, 
incidentally, was only one of many sur- 
veys outlining practical solutions to ad- 
ministrative problems which were pre- 
pared by officer-interns and submitted to 
Personnel and Administration Division, 
Department of the Army, for study. 

“Industry and business have proved ex- 
ceptionally cooperative in giving trainees 
complete insight into company problems, 
even to the extent of affording them en- 
tree to planning and policy conferences. 
For its part, the Army has respected this 
confidence by applying a ‘no gossip’ rule 
to its interns. ‘It is of utmost importance,’ 
each trainee is cautioned in an instruc- 
tion letter from Washington, ‘that the 
information you acquire and the records 
you have access to be maintained in strict- 
est confidence.’ 

“The Army’s Transportation Corps, the 
Corps of Engineers and the Public In- 
formation Division conduct training-in- 
industry programs for enlisted specialists. 
As arule, enlisted internships are shorter 
than those for officers and are not pre- 
ceded by long periods of formal education. 
In most cases, however, attendance at 
service schools is prerequisite. Engineer 
and Transportation enlisted personnel re- 
ceive their specialized training in indus- 
tries the activities of which closely paral-

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Army Radiological Course 


The Army will continue to receive ap- 
plications from Regular Commissioned 
Officers for a three-year training program 
in Radiological Defense Engineering. Ap- 
plications received after 15 Jan. by the 
Army will be given consideration for the 
academic year beginning 1950, provided 
sufficient time is available to process 
them. 

To be eligible, an officer must hold a 
Regular commission; have completed 
undergraduate education with a mini- 
mum of one year of college physics; have 
completed differential and integral calcu- 
lus, and demonstrated better than aver- | 
age aptitude in mathematical subjects. 
He also must have satisfactorily com- 
pleted the six-week Radiological Defense 
Officers’ Course at the Army Chemical 
Center, Maryland. However, if an officer 

, has not completed this six weeks’ course 
and is selected to attend, he will be 
ordered to Army Chemical Center, Mary- 
land, for this preliminary instruction. 

Upon acceptance, the officer embarks 
upon a comprehensive advanced training 
program including a ten-month course at 
the Naval Post Graduate School at An- 
napolis, Md., followed by two years of 
academic work at either the University 
of California, Berkeley, or Ohio State 
University, normally leading to a Mas- 
ter’s degree. The courses consist of subject 
matter basic and related to the field of 
bio-radiology. 

Upon completion of this program, the 
officer may expect to be assigned to a ma- 
jor Headquarters or Command in the 
capacity of Adviser in this field. The 
Army announcement emphasized the im- 
portance of this program and the need for 
additional applicants. This is a joint 
Army-Navy-Air Force undertaking, with 
appropriate quotas allotted to each of 
the services annually. 

Department of the Army Circular 115, 
dated 15 Nov. 1949, gives complete details 
as well as sample courses which would be 
covered at both the U. S. Naval Post- 
graduate School and the civilian Univer- 
sity concerned. This Circular has been 
distributed to all Armed Forces Posts, 
Camps, and Stations. 


Army PIO Official Praised 


Maj. Gen. Floyd L. Parks, Chief of the 
Public Information Division, Department 
of the Army, last week presented a Cer- 
tificate of Achievement signed by the 
Secretary of the Army to Mr. William M. 
Hines, jr., Chief of Publications and 
Training in the Army Public Information 
Division. 

The citation was awarded for “an im- 
portant contribution in the development 
of an effective public information pro- 
gram.” 

The citation follows: 

“Mr. William M. Hines, jr., through a deep 
professional interest in the field of public in- 
formation, developed and directed a program 
of training and education for military per- 
sonnel which has proved of great and con- 
tinuing value to the Army. Over a period of 
years he has displayed a willingness to under- 
take difficult and critical assignments and 
through intelligent and efficient handling 
and a tireless expenditure of time and effort, 
he served the Army well and exhibited the 
highest traditions of public service.

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Soldiers’ Home Petition 

Senator William Langer (R-N. D.), pre- 
sented to the Senate on 4 January a peti- 
tion from a committee of members of the 
U. S. Soldiers’ Home, Washington, D. C., 
protesting against the cut in their rations 
and the failure to proceed with the 
Home’s building program. 

The resolution was signed by a commit- 
tee composed of Jason B. Chambers, chair- 
man, Emil F. K. Schroeder, Schley C. 
Williamson, Lacey Moore, Thomas Mc- 
Donald, Amos F. Jackson, and Wilber W. 
Langdale. In it they said: 

‘“‘We, the members of the United States 
Soldiers Home, assembled in mass meeting 
in Stanley Hall, hereby resolve to protest 
against the unfair way we are being treated 
by the Bureau of the Budget, for they have 
been holding up the building program for 
the United States Soldiers’ Home and we do 
not see why. We have $36,000,000 in the trust 
fund of which the Congress of the United 
States is the custodian and we need new 
buildings and facilities to accommodate a 
waiting list of over 400 veterans who have 
applied for admission to the home. 

‘“‘We further protest the cut in our rations 
from 74 cents to 61 cents. We see no good 
reason for this cut since the money comes out 
of home funds and not out of public funds of 
the United States.”’

Medical Service Corps: Permanent lieu- 
tenant colonels with 19 years’ service 
prior to 1 July 1950 whose permanent date 
of rank is 1 July 1948 or earlier and non- 
Regular officers serving in the grade of 
lieutenant colonel with temporary date of 
rank 1 March 1944 or earlier. 

Recommendations for or against the 
promotion of all eligible officers have been 
submitted by the command to which the 
officer is assigned. In addition, all com- 
mands from which eligible officers have 
departed during the six-month period im- 
mediately preceding 31 Dec. 1949 will sub- 
mit recommendations for or against pro- 
motion.

Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, USA. 346 pages. 
Published by Lippincott. Price $3.75) 

The full text of General Smith’s report 
to the American people on his three years 
as their Ambassador to the USSR was 
released in book form this week by the 
publishers. It constitutes a fine and objec- 
tive analysis based on what facts he could 
secure in his capacity as a foreigner in 
a tightly regulated police state. 

The volume is chock full of information 
of incalculable value to all those who 
aspire to understand the Russians and 
what is motivating them. As a brilliant 
soldier and military planner, General 
Smith may be expected to, and does, pay 
particular attention to those facts which 
bear on their disposition to provoke war 
and their capacity to wage aggressive 
warfare. 

In this respect he gives facts and figures 
on Russian industry, on its agriculture, its 
internal and external propaganda, its 
security policy, and slave labor. He dis- 
cusses the rigid and hide-bound doctrines

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Marines To Train SeaBees 


The Marine Corps Recruit Depots at 
Parris Island, S. C., and San Diego, Calif., 
will play host to SeaBee reservists during 
the first half of 1950, instructing them in 
basic military procedures during their 
two week active duty training periods. 

Beginning 8 Jan., each recruit depot 
plans to train 240 Civil Engineer Corps

USN Jet Engine 


A $1,397,000 contract for the installa- 
tion of air heating, cooling, dehumidifi- 
cation and refrigeration equipment in the 
new Naval Aeronautical Turbine Labora- 
tory at Trenton, N. J., has been awarded 
to the’ Mehring and Hanson Company, 
Arlington, Va. 

The new contract, another of a series 
for constructing and equipping tHe proj- 
ected $22,750,000 laboratory, was awarded 
by the Bureau of Yards and Docks. The 
laboratory, which will test jet aircraft 
engines submitted for Navy approval, will 
house equipment to simulate extreme 
conditions encountered in actual flight. 
Atmospheric equipment will simulate al- 
titudes up to 65,000 feet; large blowers 
will provide the equivalent of speeds up 
to 700 miles an hour; and refrigerating 
equipment will furnish temperatures as 
low as —67 degrees (Fahrenheit). 


Marine Employee Commended 


Arthur E. Dennison has received a let-

Navy Flag Officers 


Analysis of the selection list for the 
promotion of 23 Naval officers to the rank 
of permanent rear admiral reveals the 
following data with regard to age, Acad- 
emy class, aviation and submarine train- 
ing, previous rank above captain, and 
attendance at the National War College. 

Age: The largest group, seven officers, 
is 48 years old. Two are 47; two, 49; three, 
50; six, 51; and three, 52. 

Academy Class: The class of 1923 has 
the largest representation, nine officers. 
One was graduated with the class of 1919; 
two, 1920; four, 1921; one, 1921-A; and six, 
1922. 

Air and Submarine Training: Seven of- 
ficers are naval aviators and five received 
submarine training. According to the 
Navy Department biographical sketches 
from which this study has been made, 
none of the officers received both air and 
undersea training. 

Higher Rank: One officer currently 
holds the rank of rear admiral. Addi- 
tionally, six other officers held the temro- 
rary rank of Commodore durinz World 
War II. 

National War Collegé: Four officers are 
graduates of the top Service school. 

The following are brief highlights from 
the records of these outstanding officers. 
Since the biographical sketches were not 
all up to date, it is possible that there 
may be some significant omissions in the 
following digest, with regard to recent 
service. 

Charies D. Wheelock: Presently holding 
flag rank as Deputy and Assistant Chief of the 
Bureau of Ships, he is 52 years old and was 
graduated from the U. S. Naval Academy in 
1920. His selection for engineering duty only 
follows long service in connection with ship 
design and construction. He has held his pres- 
ent post since 1 Nov. 1946. 

Ralph E. McShane: Also selected for engi- 
neering duty only, he is serving at the Ports- 
mouth, N. H., Naval Shipyard. He will be 
51 years old on 4 Feb. and was graduated 
from USNA in 1920, sixth in a class of 540. 
He was promoted to captain 20 June 1942 and 
was aboard the USS Augusta during the Nor- 
mandy landings, later was on duty in Ger- 
many and served in the Bureau of Ships 
before receiving his present assignment. 

Paul E. Pihl: Chosen for aviation engineer- 

ing duty only, he is on duty in the Office of 
the Chief of Naval Operations. Graduated 
from the Academy with the Class of 1921-A, 
he is 51 years old. During World War II, he 
was promoted to the temporary rank of 
Commodore on 19 Dec. 1944, reverting to 
captain 9 March 1946. In August 1942, he 
accompanied the late Wendell Willkie on a 
special mission to foreign lands, including 
Russia. 
- William E. Sullivan: Fifty-two years old, 
and another officer who was chosen for engi- 
neering duty only, he was graduated from 
USNA in 1921 and advanced progressively 
to the rank of captain on 20 June 1942. He 
served during World War II with the staff 
of Comimander Service Force, Pacific; Com- 
mander Service Squadron, South Pacific 
Force; and as Production Officer in the Indus- 
trial Dept. of the U. S. Naval Shipyard, Pearl 
Harbor. Presently assigned as commanding 
officer of the Long Beach, Calif., Shipyard, he 
has been ordered to command the Puget 
Sound Shipyard at Bremerton, Wash. 

Thomas B. Brittain: Born in Annapolis, 13 
Dec. 1898, and the father of Midshipman 
Thomas B. Brittain, jr., and Miss Mary Bur- 
nam’who served with the WAVES, he is the 
son of the late Rear Adm. Cario B. Brittain, 
USN, and was graduated from the Academy 
in 1919, later advancing through the ranks 
to be.a temporary commodore on 10 Nov. 
1944 and reverting to captain 14 Dec. 1945. 
He held important amphibious command 
posts during the war and is the recipient of 
the Silver Star Medal and the Legion of 
Merit with three Gold Stars among other 
awards. After the war, he was ordered to 
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Washington to serve as a member of the 
Joint Operations Review Board. At the pres. 
ent time, he is serving on the Staff, Com. 
mander, Florida Group, Atlantic Reserve 
Fleet. 

Richard P. Glass: Special Assistant to the 
Secretary of the Navy, he ‘is 51 years old 
and was graduated from USNA in 1919, He 
served as a temporary commodore from 3 
Apr. 1945 to 25 Sept. 1947. As a commodore, 
he was Deputy Commander, South Pacific 
Area and South Pacile Force and also Chief 
of Staff and Aide to Vice Adm. William L, 
Calhoun, and later was Director of the Divyi- 
sion of Civil Relations in the Office of Public 
Relations before being made Special Assistant 
on 25 Sept. 1947. 

Clark L. Green: Also 51 years old, he was 
graduated with the Class of 1921 from USNA 
and was made a captain on 20 June 1942, 
He served in the Pacific during the war, 
before assignment to Washington as Assist- 
ant and later as Director of Officer Personnel 
of the Bureau of Naval Personnel. On 18 
Dec. 1945, he assumed command of the USS 
Wisconsin, leaving that ship on 17 March 
1947 to serve on temporary duty as Deputy 
Director of Public Relations. He is now with 
the Staff, Commander, Western Sea Frontier, 
San Francisco, Calif. 

Harold A. Houser: Graduated from USNA 
in 1921, he is 52 years old and attained the 
rank of captain on 21 June 1942. Presently 
in charge of the Legislative and Liaison Divi- 
sion, Office of the Secretary of Defense, he 
has served four tours of duty in the Office 
of the Judge Advocate ,General. He was 
named Governor of American Samoa 13 Sept. 
1945 and also was Commanding Officer of the 
Naval Station at Tutuila and Commanding 
Officer of the South Pacific Area. From Dec, 
1947 to Jan. 1949, while serving in the Office 
of the JAG, he had additional duty as Naval 
Liaison for the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee. 

Leon J. Huffman: Commissioned an ensign 
upon his graduation from USNA in 1922, he 
was made a captain 21 June 1942. He is quali- 
filed to command submarines and during 
World War II, was in command of Submarine 
Divisions 42 and 43, later being named train- 
ing officer on the staff of the Commander, 
Submarines, Atlantic Fleet, and subsequently 
serving as Commander, Submarine Squadron 
26. He was given command of the USS New 
Jersey on 6 Aug. 1946 and in April 1947 was 
ordered for duty as a member of the Navy 
General Board, being detached 24 May 1948 
for duty in his present post as Chief of Staff 
and Aide to the Commander, Amphibious 
Force, Pacific Fleet. ; 

John M. Higgins: Fifty years old, a varsity 
crewman at USNA before graduation in 1922, 
he was made a temporary commodore 6 
April 1945, reverting to four-stripe rank 17 
Jan. 1946. He saw much destroyer service 
during the war and was in command of De 
stroyer Division 23, for which service he won 
the Navy Cross. Later, he was assigned to 
Task Flotilla 3 as Commander in Destroyers, 
Pacific Fleet and led his ships in the Iwo 
Jima operation, the first and second Tokyo 
raids, the Kyushu air strikes, the Okinawa 
invasion and the Minami, Daito Shima and 
Chichi Jima bombardments. He served after 
the war as commanding officer of the USS 
Wisconsin and is now assigned with the 
Training Command, Pacific Fleet at Pearl 
Harbor. 

Edward A. Solomons: Now on duty in the 
Personnel Division, OCNOP, he is 50 years 
old and was graduated from USNA in 1922, 
advancing through the ranks to be made a 
He had command of 
Destroyer Squadron 2 in Oct. 1943 and served 
on the staff of Commander Battleship Squad- 
ron 2 from Jan. 1944 to March 1944, when he 
was named Chief of Staff to the Commander, 
Amphibious Group 8. In July 1946 he was 
made Assistant Chief of Naval Operations 
for Personnel, being detached in May 1947 
to command the USS Los Angeles, later be 
ing transferred to command the USS Iowa. 

George R. Cooper: Now assigned to the 
OCNOP (Personnel Division), he is 48 years 
old and a 1922 USNA graduate, who obtained 
an M.S. degree in Electrical Engineering at 
Columbia and who also is a graduate of the 
National War College. He saw outstanding 
service aboard destroyers in the Pacific dur- 
ing World War II and was in command of 
Destroyer Division 103 in 1943. After serving 
in the Bureau of Naval Personnel from 1944 
to 1946, he was given command of Destroyer 
Flotilla 2, from which he was detached to 
attend the National War College. 

Harry B. Jarrett: A baseball and soccer 
player at the Academy from which he was 
graduated in 1922, he is 51 years old and was 
made a captain 1 April 1943. Now serving in 
the OCNOP as Plans and Policy Officer, 
USNR, he was awarded the Navy Cross for 

“extraordinary heroism’’ while commander 
of the USS Morris during rescue of USS 
Lexington survivors in the Coral Sea 8 May 
1942. He later was in command of Destroyer 
Squadron 53 and later commanded the picket 
line for the run into Tokyo and off Okinawa. 

Kenmore M. McManes: Forty-nine years 
old, and graduated from the Academy in "1922, 
he was made a temporary Commodore 2 Nov. 
1945 and reverted to captain 26 Jan. 1946. 
He was Special Naval Observer in London at 
the outbreak of war and in April 1943 aS 
sumed command of Destroyer Squadron 47,

Naval Forces, Europe, from 22 Jan. 1945 to 
18 June of that year and Assistant Chief of 
Staff, from June to 11 Dec. 1945, being or- 
dered that month to. the Office of the JAG 
for duty as Chief of the Administrative Law. 
Division. He was given command of the USS 
Houston in Jan. 1947 and in Oct. of that year 
reported for duty in OCNOP, where he is As- 
sistant Chief of the General Planning Group. 

Frank T. Ward, jr.: Forty-eight years old 
last Christmas day, he was graduated from 
the Academy in 1923, eighth in a class of 414 
and was made a captain 1 May 1943. A naval 
aviator, he was in command of the USS Sham- 
fock Bay upon her commissioning 15 March 
1944, and in May 1945 was detached for duty 
as Deputy Chief, Naval Air Operational Train- 
ing Command and Chief of Staff and Aide to 
the Commander, NAS, Jacksonville, Fla. His 
present assignment is given as Chief of Staff, 
Commander Fleet Air, Jacksonville. 

Frederick S. Withington: A 1923 USNA 
graduate, he is 48 years old and is now on 
duty as Deputy Director, Atomic Energy Di- 
vision, Armed Forces Special Weapons Proj- 
ect. His World War II service included duty 
in the Bureau of Ordnance, gunnery and 
executive officer of the USS Indiana and as 
Chief of Staff to Rear Adm. H. W. Hill during 
the amphibious campaigns in the Marshall 
Islands and Marianas. After the war, he com- 
manded the Naval Ordnance Laboratory at 
White Oak, Md., the USS Mississippi and 
USS Manchester and was graduated from the 
National War College. 

William V. O'Regan: A football, baseball, 
lacrosse and basketball player at the USNA, 
from which he was graduated in 1923, he was 
made a captain 1 May 1943. A qualified sub- 
mariner, he is 49 years old. During the 
World’s Fair in New York in 1940, he was 
in command of the U. S. Naval Detachment. 
When war was declared, he was in Command 
of Submarine Repair Unit No. 1 at New Lon- 
don, Conn., and early in 1942 established an 








advanced submarine base in the Pacific, being 
transferred in 1943 to command a submarine 
“wolf pack’’ known as ‘‘Mickey Finns,’’ which 
sank 16 enemy ships and damaged three 
others, for which service he was awarded 
the Navy Cross. After the war, he served 
as Chief of the Atlantic Section, Strategic 
Plans. At the present time, he is Commander, 
Persian Gulf Area Command. 

Arleigh A. Burke: Forty-eight years old, a 
USNA graduate in 1923, and a temporary 
commodore from 20 Oct. 1944 until 20 July 
1945 as Chief of Staff to the Commander, 
Fast Carrier Task Force, Pacific Fleet, and 
from 3 March 1946 to 1 April 1947 as Chief 
of Staff and Aide to Commander in Chief 
Atlantic Fleet, he reverted to his permanent 
rank of captain upon completion of that later 
duty. His brilliant World War II service is 
recapitulated in an eight-page Navy Depart- 
ment biography and tells of his command of 
Destroyer Squadrons, including 23, known as 
the “‘Little Beavers,’’ which participated in 
2 separate engagements in the period 1 Nov. 
143 to 23 Feb. 1944, being credited with 
destruction of a Japanese cruiser, nine de- 
stroyers, one submarine, one auxiliary vessel, 
one coastal destroyer minelayer, one large 
cargo vessel, four barges and about 30 air- 
Planes.

Richard W. Ruble: Forty-seven years old, 
he was graduated from the USNA in 1923 and 
was made a captain 1 May 1943. He was 
designated a naval aviator in 1928. He was 
Navigation Officer aboard the USS Enterprise 
for the first year of the war, later becoming 
Operations Officer on the staff of Commander 
Carrier Division 1, before assignment in 
Washington as a Special Assistant to the 
Deputy Chief of Naval Operations (Air) and 
8 a member of the Council of Foreign Re- 
lations and Permanent Joint Board on De- 
fense, United States and Canada. He assumed 
command of the USS Rendova in Oct. 1945, 
and in Aug. 1946 attended the first class at 
the National War College, after which he 
had command of the USS Valley Forge from 
30 Aug. 1947 to 22 July 1948, at which time 
he was ordered to report as Aide to the 
Secretary of the Navy, his present post.

He 
assumed command of the USS Kalinin Bay 
on 25 Sept. 1944 and won the Navy Cross 
for action in the Battle off Samar Island, 
25 Oct. 1944. After the war, he had command 
of the USS F. D. Roosevelt, before assign- 
ment to the National War College. 

Aaron P. Storrs: Presently Chief of the 
Naval Air Base Training Command at Pensa- 
cola, he is 48 years old and was graduated 
from the Academy in 1923, havirig been a 
member of the crew and a participant in 
wrestling during his midshipman service. 
Also a naval aviator, he was in command of 
Patrol Wing 8 from May until Aug. 1942, 
when he was assigned to the Staff, Com- 
mander, Alaskan Sector, acting as Task Group 
Commander of the North Pacific Force. In 
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Nov. 1943, he was given command of the 
NAS, Patuxtent River, Md., and from June

TAC General Retires 


The retirement of Brig. Gen. James M. 
Fitzmaurice has been announced by Maj. 
Gen. Robert M. Lee, Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Tactical Air Command with 
headquarters at Langley AFB, Va. A 
veteran of 27 years service, General .Fitz- 
maurice has been vice commander of 
TAC. 

Born at Bucyrus, Ohio, August 23, 1900, 
General Fitzmaurice began his military 
career on 2 Oct., 1918. He served with 
the Student Army Training Corps at the 
University of Wisconsin until 15 Dec., 
1918 and was honorably discharged, The 
following June he was admitted to the 
U. S. Military Academy at West Point. 
He graduated in June 1923 and was com- 
missioned a second lieutenant in the Air 
Service, 

During the period prior to the second 
world war, General Fitzmaurice saw 
service at various Air Force stations in 
the United States, including a tour of 
duty at Langley with the 21st Reconnais- 
sance Squadron in 1937. He also served 
in the Canal Zone and graduated from 
the Air Corps Tactical School at Max- 
well Air Force Base, Alabama, in 1939. 

In February, 1943, General Fitzmaurice 
left the United States for the South -Pa- 
cific area where he was made commander 
of the 13th Bomber Command. Later he 
became deputy chief of staff and subse- 
quently chief of staff of the 13th Air 
Force. 

General Fitzmaurice returned to the 
United States in May, 1944 to assume 
command of the 302d Base Unit Staging 
Wing at Hunter AFB, Ga., and later com- 
manded the Third Air Force Staging 
Wing at the same station. In July 1945, 
he became commanding general of the 
2ist Bombardment Wing at Topeka, 
Kansas. 

The veteran Air Force pilot was trans- 
ferred to Germany in May, 1946, as com- 
manding general of the 70th Fighter 
Wing, United States Air Force in Europe. 
His next assignment was as Command- 
ing general of USAFE’s 12th Tactical Air 
Command. 

General Fitzmaurice came to Tactical 
Air Command from Germany in Nov. 
1947 and was assigned as deputy chief of 
staff for operations. He was appointed as 
TAC’s vice commander in Dec., 1948

Promotion of WAF Officers 

The Air Force will convene a selection 
board this month at USAF Headquarters 
to select WAF officers of the Regular Air 
Force for promotions to the permanent 
grades of lieutenant colonel arid major. 

In addition, the names of certain WAF 
officers who have completed specified pro- 
motion list service will be reported to the 
board for promotion to the grades of ma- 
jor and captain. Names of those officers 
selected and reported for promotion will 
be forwarded to the President for promo- 
tion nominations. 

Approximately 170 officers are eligible 
for promotion consideration as follows: 

For promotion to lieutenant colonel: 
(1) all permanent grade majors; and (2) 
all permanent grade captains with dates 
of rank prior to 2 July 1947. 

For promotion to major: (1) all perma- 
nent grade captains not selected for pro- 
motion to lieutenant colonel; and (2) all 
permanent grade first lieutenants with 
dates of rank prior to 8 Dec. 1944. 

For promotion to captain: all perma- 
nent grade first lieutenants not selected 
for promotion to major who complete 
seven years of promotion list service prior 
to 1 July 1950. " 

The selection board will be convened 
under authority of the Women’s Armed 
Services Integration Act of 1948, which 
authorizes one permanent promotion con- 
sideration prior to the time all permanent 
grade WAF officers are installed in the 
USAF overall promotion list. 

Only the “best qualified” officers will 
be selected for promotion to lieutenant 
colonels. Promotions may be recommend- 
ed to the grades of major and captain on 
a “fully qualified basis” where officers 
considered have the required time in ser- 
vice prior to 1 July 1950, fourteen years 
for promotion to major and seven years 
for promotion to captain. All others must 
be selected on the “best qualified” basis. 

The authorized number of WAF officers 
to be promoted to the permanent grade 
of lieutenant colonel by law, may not 
exceed 10%. At the present time there 
are no permanent grade WAF lieutenant 
colonels. 

The present breakdown of permanent 
grade WAF officers include approximately 
52 majors, 84 captains, and 75 first lieu- 
tenants. 

Officers: failing of selection for promo- 
tion by this board will not be considered 
deferred under provisions of the Officer 
Personnel Act. 

Following promotion of the officers 
selected, the Secretary of the Air Force 
will convene a board of generat officers 
to integrate all permanent grade WAF 
officers into the USAF promotion list. 
This action is expected to be accom- 
plished in the spring. 


Air General Retires 


Brig. Gen. Clifford C. Nutt, Vice Com- 
mander of the First Air Force, who com- 
manded bomber groups in a demonstra- 
tion of the striking power of aircraft car- 
ried out by the late General William 
“Billy” Mitchell more than a quarter of 
a@ century ago, retired 31 Dec. after 32 
years of service. 

In 1921 the late General Mitchell had 
the opportunity of displaying the poten- 
tial striking power of military aircraft. 
General Nutt, then a lieutenant, was in 
command of the multi-engine bomber 
groups. Observing the maneuver from a 
three-engine Italian Caproni, General 
Nutt reported that direct-hits from Mar- 
tin and Handley-Page bombers sunk the 
largest of the captured German warships 
in 21 minutes. 

A year before the demonstration, Gen- 
eral Nutt was assigned as deputy com- 
mander of the Army flight group sched- 
uled to fly from New York to Nome, 
Alaska and return. The-mission, involv- 
ing more than 8,000 miles of flight, was 
considered unusual and hazardous at the 


time because of the lack of navigational 


aids, the early type of equipment and ab- 
sence of proper weather forecasting. 
This historic flight ended 15 Oct. 1920 
without mishap and won for General 
Nutt the Distinguished Flying Cross. As 
a result of this mission the whole group 
was awarded the Clarence McKay Avia- 
tion trophy for that year. 





USAF and Industry 


A two-way exchange of knowledge an 
techniques has grown out of the training 
in industry programs currently operat 
by the USAF Institute of Technology, 
Wright-Patterson AFB, Ohio. 

In factories and plants, sprawling i, 
dustries and research laboratories the 
technical needs of the Air Force are being 
met through a training program which 
has as its ultimate aim the providing of 
technically trained officer specialists 
vitally needed in the development of 4 
modern air arm. 

In addition to this specialist training 
the program also’acquaints American in. 
dustry with the procurement problems, 
procedure and research requirements 
necessary to fulfill the needs of an In 
dustrial Mobilization Program, the key 
to military strength in the event of war, 

Two other benefits derive from the pro- 
gram which are of importance in the 
over-all defense picture: elimination of 
the war-time “bottleneck” and he stand- 
ardization and streamlining of procure 
ment procedure. 

Training in industry is a practical pro- 
gram at the operational and management 
levels of industry which produces compe 
tent executives and specialists to fill 
similar operational and management 
positions in the Air Force. By thorough 
understanding of Air Force requirements 
together with the problems-of industry, 
future planning for defense leads to 
economy of procurement and elimination 
of the “bottleneck.” 

Born out of war needs the industrial 
program began in 1945 when a civilian 
group of advisors drew plans and pre 
sented them to the late President Roose- 
velt. Their idea then of close liaison be 
tween industry and the military services 
formed the basis for the expanded pro- 
gram conducted by the Institute of Tech- 
nology today. 

In September 1948 Air Force concepts 
of industrial cooperation resulted in the 
placement of 17 officers with strategic 
industries producing equipment and ma- 
terials required by the Air Force. As the 
program developed there came the reali- 
zation of the Air Force need for manage 
ment and operational personnel thorough: 
ly familiar with every phase of industrial 
processes. This realization brought into 
being the comprehensive training which 
today encompasses the participation of 
63 industrial organizations and provides 
for the annual placement of some 90 Air 
Force officers into the industrial training 
program. Forty officers are assigned to 
the career management level of the In- 
dustrial Mobilization Program and the 
remainder at the operational level. 

Officers currently training in the pre 
gram are placed with industries in cities, 
towns, villages and hamlets throughout 
America. Engaged in such activities as 
air frame construction, assembly line pro 
duction, jet engine design, the officer 
trainee keeps the same hours, abides by 
the same company regulations as his fel- 
low workers. 

The degree to which an officer raises 
his executive ability or understanding of 
a particular industry, of course, depends 
on the voluntary effort he puts into it. 
And the extent to which these officers are 
lending their time and ability over and 
above what would normally be considered 
“duty hours” is not only a credit to the 
Air Force, themselves and industry, but 
is a justification for the tax dollar which 
affords the opportunities for industrial 
training. 

An illustration is the tale of an officer 
assigned to a motor freight line who 
donned overalls and directed a convoy 
transporting poisonous industrial 84 
over several thousand miles, through 
several states. He gained first-hand 
knowledge of the difficulties of such 
transportation, necessary clearances 
from local law-enforcement agencies and 
precautions for public safety. Knowledg¢ 
of such detailed nature not only grounds 
the officer in problems of that particular 
industry but provides needed “know-how” 
for the Air Force were it called upon t0 
perform a like mission during a state 0 
emergency. 

Paralleling the Air Force efforts t 
procure highly trained specialists and ex 
ecutives is industry’s drive to acquaint 
itself with military procurement prob 
lems, procedures and technical needs. 

Pointing out that these programs are

the Jet and Night Fighter “Watch Dogs,” 
guarding the outpost on Okinawa where 


West meets East. 


The 5ist Fighter Wing is a young or- 
ganization having been formed in August 
1948 from the war-time 30ist Fighter 
Wing. However, this Wing is proud of its 
fne record and builds its traditions 
around the 51st Fighter Group, an organ- 
jzation whose World War II combat rec- 
ord includes action in the Philippine, 
India-Burma, China Defensive, and the 
China Offensive campaigns. 

The Fighter arm of the Wing includes 
three squadrons of F-80 Jet Shooting 
Stars and one squadron of F-61 Black 
Widow Night Fighters. This air arm re- 
ceives the support of a Maintenance and 
Supply Group, Air Base Group and Medi- 
cal Group who work together as a team 
to make the 5ist Fighter Wing an effec- 
tive, efficient, hard striking Fighter Unit. 

This Fighter Wing like all Frontier Or- 
ganizations must be always gn the alert, 
sleepless and tireless in its activities. 
On Okinawa the Fighter Group is 
constantly on the prowl, the Jets by 
day and the Night Fighters during hours 
of darkness and bad weather. On the 
ground, similar activity is the rule. 
Maintenance personnel are constantly 
striving to prevent coral dust and the 
corrosion of this Island from grounding 
any of the aerial “Watch Dogs.” The sup- 
ply organization, at the end of an eight 
thousand mile supply line, is working 
constantly to secure the many items 
needed, and must anticipate all needs 
considering the life of material things is 
far from normal because of the preva- 
lence of mold, rust, dampness, dust, heat, 
and salt water. The ‘quonsets too con- 
stantly require attention and repairs; rot, 
rust, water, and the terrific force of fre- 
quent typhoons shorten their life con- 
siderably and necessitate constant main- 
tenance. Last but not least on the 24 
hour schedule are the power and com- 
munication lines; absolutely essential for 
a Fighter Organization that must act in 
seconds rather than minutes. Here are 
lines whipped by winds, drowned by tor- 
rential rains, and deteriorated by de- 
structive heat which must operate and 
must be maintained each hour of the day. 
The Fighter Wing which works in the 
air and on the ground is always on a 
round the clock schedule. 

Located as it is in one of the major 
crossroads in the far Pacific the 5lst 
Fighter Wing has several special activi- 
ties. Naha is the aerial Port of entry for 
all of Okinawa. This requires an active 
Air Terminal with scheduled passenger 
and freight flights by Troop Carrier 
Command, Military Air Transport Serv- 
ice, as well as a number of major com- 
mercial airlines. To properly operate this 
activity the Fighter Wing has constant 
maintenance service available, restuarant 
facilities, a twenty-four hour hotel, and a 
mess hall for military personnel that 
hever closes. A recent innovation was the 
opening of what is believed to be the 
only Post Exchange that operates twen- 
ty-four hours a day and that since its in- 
ception has closed only for typhoons and 
monthly inventories. 

Another allied function is the operation 
of a crash rescue boat unit, which like 
all other arms of this Frontier Wing, is 
on instantaneous call at all hours of the 
day and night with speedy crashboats. 
It has demonstarted its ability to reach 
the scene of aircraft “in the drink” in a 
very short period of time, and can oper- 
ate several hundred miles from Okinawa. 

In recent months this tireless team 
that makes up the 5ist Fighter Wing has 

n repeatedly tested and its work prov- 

en to be efficient and effective. During a 
recent Operational Readiness Test, all 
types of emergency combat situations 
were thrown at the Wing and the result 
was the awarding of the highest effective- 
hess score for any Wing in the Far East. 
On 29 June, forty-one (41) F-80’s led by 
Lt. Col. Robert F. Worley then group 
commander, flew from Naha Air Force 
Base, to Yakota Air Force Base near 
Tokyo, a total distance of 966 miles, es- 
tablishing a new Air Force record for a 
mass over-water Jet flight. The flight was 
made at thirty thousand feet until un- 
expected weather conditions and head- 
winds forced Lt. Col. Worley to “stack” 
the flights up to thirty-eight thousand 


feet. During penetration of this front, 
each flight was on instruments for forty 
minutes. The average ground speed for 
the trip was 395 miles per hour. 

When the day of work “ts: finished the 
people of the Fighter Wing turn to off- 
duty activities. Through their efforts this 
post now has a theater, (dirt floor to be 
sure, but the roof keeps off the rain), six 
bowling alleys, an NCO Club, (best on 
the Rock and proud of their own “Copa- 
cabana 51 Band” from Manila), and Offi- 
cer’s Club, (only three Quonsets but a 
very stateside interior and also proud of 
their “5ist Fighter Wing Band” from 
Manila), two libraries, a well equipped 
Hobby Shop, and a very active Informa- 
tion and Education program where an 
increasing number of airmen and officers 
are bettering their education and com- 
pleting their High School and College re- 
quirements. Current projects for off-duty 
facilities are the construction of a golf 
driving range and the movement of the 
Service Club from its present location in 
an old Japanese Gymnasium in Naha, to 
a temporary building on the Base. 


All of these facilities and all housing, 
however, are of temporary construction 
and subject to serious or even complete 
destruction by any one of the usual six 
typhoons that affect Okinawa every year 
during the season which extends from 
early June through October. 

The progress of each typhoon, as it 
forms and roars on its northward arc 
across the Pacific, is watched with a great 
deal of interest and often alarm as it 
swings in the direction of this Island. 
When the warning is announced, typhoon 
cables across each quonset are double- 
checked, windows nailed shut or boarded 
up and all loose objects such as boards, 
building materials, signs, etc, are re- 
moved or lashed down securely. Even a 
G.I. can, hurled along in a 100 mile per 
hour wind, becomes a lethal weapon! 
Electricity must be cut-off when the 
winds reach 40 miles per hour to reduce 
fire hazards from swinging overhead 
power lines. Families and troops alike 
huddle in their quonsets, nailing up win- 
dows and doors about to blow in and 
mopping the never ceasing water that 
drips in everywhere. 

Heartbreaking losses result from the 
high winds, as in Typhoon “Libby” who 
visited Okinawa in October 1948. For 18 
hours, winds and rain lashed the Island 
at 104 miles per hour, with gusts to 138 
miles per hour (estimated, because the 
anemometer departed down wind as 96 
miles per hour was recorded). Following 
this came a ten hour ominous, dead calm 
with a sickly sun barely making its way 
through a haze sky... the “eye” and 
dead center we had heard so much about. 
Then came the second half, same as first. 
It was a sad, discouraging sight to see 
the Post next day. Commissary flat on the 
ground, hangar down, bowling alley, NCO 
Club and Officer’s Club roofs gone. Every- 
thing saltwater soaked and debris every- 
where with telephone and electric lines 
down and refrigeration out. 

The weathermen name typhoons after 
women because they are so unpredict¢ 





able! “Faye” just recently set her sights 
on Okinawa and for 600 miles held a 
collision course until 100 miles away 
when she suddenly swerved and passed 
110 miles to the East. Just the same, we 
were all “buttoned-up” and waiting! 
Even then winds rose to 45 miles per hour 
and two days of tropical “downpour” fol- 
lowed. 

However, when the typhoon has gone, 
the roar of Jet engines is mingled with 
the grinding of maintenance machinery 
and the hammering of building repairs 
and the 5ist Fighter Wing is again at 
work. The “Frontier Fighters” are on the 
job. 

Note: Since this article was writ- 
ten, Typhoon “Gloria” struck Okinawa 
with winds estimated up to 175 miles per 
hour, causing extensive destruction and 
some casualties. 





Prisoners of War Claims 
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a few impatient letters?’’ 

Maj. Cleary—‘‘We'll go as fast as we can 
because we realize these people have already 
waited a long time. Shortly after a claims 
form is received, it will be acknowledged by 
post card. That post card will have a num- 
ber—which will be the same number we have 
given his claim: He should keep that card 
and if it’s necessary to write to us or add 
more information to his claim—he should re- 
fer to that number in his correspondence.”’ 

Mr. Jackson—‘‘Suppose a prisoner of war 
gets tired of waiting for his ‘benefit check 
and wants to go ahead and buy that car 
or pay off his bills with the money he ex- 
pects to get. Can he assign his beriefit claim 
to someone else?’’ 

Maj. Cleary—‘‘No he cannot. His War Claim 
is not negotiable like a bond or a check. 
The law says we can pay only the prisoner of 
war or internee or his survivors.”’ 

Mr. Jackson—‘‘How about it, Mr. Cleary, 
aren’t these claims forms pretty complicated? 
Won't an eligible person probably need some 
help filling in these forms?’’ 

Maj. Cleary—‘“‘It’s not that complicated. 
And a lot of people are ready to help any- 
one who needs it—the regional Veterans’ 
Administration office, the Red Cross,—the 
service organizations such as the American 
Legion, the Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
AMVETS, American Veterans Committee, 
and so on, and, of course, the War Claims 
Commission itself. I'd like to caution ex- 
prisoners of war and internees—and their 
families—not to get involved with lawyers 
or agents who offer to help them for a nice 
fat fee. Actually you don’t need a lawyer or 
agent but if you do use one, remember that 
the Commission has ruled that not more than 
1 per cent of the benefit can go for such 
fees, with a couple of exceptions.’’ 

Mr. Jackson—‘*‘What about benefits for sur- 
vivors? Not all of those fellows came out of 
the prison and internment camps alive.’’ 

Maj. Cleary—‘‘No, they didn’t and some 
have died since, Certain survivors are en- 
titled to benefits. If any widows or children 
of deceased POWs or internees believe they 
are entitled to benefits, they should file a 
claim. We are anxious to pay the claims to 
all persons who are entitled to them.”’ 

Mr. Jackson—‘‘Now here’s a question I 
know you always get—Where’s the money 
coming from to pay the bill for all these 
benefits ?’’ 

Maj. Cleary—‘‘In this case, all of the 
money to be paid to former prisoners of war 
and civilian internees—and the administra- 
tive costs too—will come from the War 
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Claims Fund. That’s the fund accumulated 
from the sale of enemy alien property con- 
fiscated here in the United States at the out- 
break of the war.”’ 

Mr. Jackson—‘‘What about Americans who 
are resident overseas—say business men or 
ex-G.I.’s who are studying abroad—who may 
be entitled to war claims benefits? How 
can they get the claims forms?’’ 

Maj. Cleary—‘‘The War Claims Commission 
has arranged with the Department of State 
to meet that situation. Claims forms ¢can be 
secured from any of the 300 U. S. Consular 
Offices in the principal cities of the world. 
The completed forms should also be sent to 
the War Claims Commission, Washington 
a, De Wer

OR the first time in years the Army has suspended the enlistment of recruits 

with no prior military service. The cutback in military funds has necessitated 
a reduction in the size of the Army, and reenlistments are sufficient to maintain 
its reduced strength. The. high reenlistment rate is convincing evidence of the 
great popularity of the Service with its members, Undoubtedly the recent passage 
of the Pay Act stimulated the morale of the soldiers and influenced many to make 
the military service their career. Though the Army is reduced in strength the 
quality of its soldiers is improved by the increased ratio of experienced men, many 
of them combat veterans. However, the Army should not rely entirely on its 
experienced soldiers. It is highly important that a steady flow of intelligent young 
recruits enter the Service in regular increments each month, so that in the years 
to come our Army may be both young and efficient. The steadiness and experience 
of the trained veteran is of incalculable value in battle, but likewise important 
are the spirit, vigor and stamina of youth. It would undoubtedly be in the interest 
of National Security to admit to the ranks of each of the Armed Forces a small 
monthly quota of carefully selected individuals, raising, if necessary, the qualifica- 
tion standards in order to secure only the best. 


HE fantastic report from California that the Air Force experimental rocket plane 

X-1 has attained the amazing speed of 1,989 miles per hour, three times that 
of sound, lacks official confirmation. However, the Air Force pointed out that it 
had previously announced that this plane had been flown “hundreds of miles faster 
than sound.” Hence, whether the speed was 900 or 1,900 miles per hour, it is 
obvious that the sonic barrier has been pierced. Man has outdistanced noise. The 
implications of this achievement stagger the imagination. True, the practical value 
of the experiment is yet to be determined. The X-1 is a tiny plane with a fuel 
supply sufficient for only four minutes of flying at sustained speeds. But none will 
deny that it is a prototype of an aerial argosy of bombers, fighters and transport 
planes that will fly at least twice or three times as fast as conventional aircraft 
of today. Much pioneering in design, propulsion and fuel utilization is necessary, 
but this is going forward with amazing rapidity, and revolutionary achievements 
may be confidently expected within a decade. Such developments will have a pro- 
found effect not only on military operations, but also on the entire field of trans- 
portation. The transit of the continent in an hour of two, the circuit of the globe 
at the fortieth parallel of latitude in a day are no longer vague dreams. 


HE list of 23 Navy officers approved by the President for promotion to rear 

admiral has met with generally widespread approval. The alarm expressed in 
some quarters that Captain Arleigh A, Burke might be omitted because of his 
part in the recent Navy-Air Force controversy proved groundless. He and all the 
other officers selected have rendered long and oujstanding service in peace and 
war and richly deserved promotion. Nevertheless, many captains of equal or greater 
length of service and with fine cOmbat records were not chosen. Under the some- 
what complex law for selecting flag officers, a promotion zone, which is a segment 
of the seniority list of captains, is designated by the Navy Department. All officers 
within that zone must be considered for promotion by the Selection Board. How- 
ever, the Board is not limited in its selection to the captains within the\ zone. 
It may choose officers above the zone who had been considered by a previous Board, 
but not selected, or it may go below the zone to pick outstanding officers to fill 
any or all of the vacancies, Those within the zone and not selected are officially 
passed over, and two successive passovers leads to the hastened retirement of 
such officers. Under these circumstances the action of the Selection Board is of 
special importance to all those within the promotion zone. Hence, it is astound- 
ing that the recent Selection Board failed to find a single officer within the estab- 
lished zone that it wished to recommend for advancement. Certainly many of those 
familiar with the records of the officers officially passed over will disagree with the 
judgment of the Board. Undoubtedly the next Selection Board will carefully review 
the records of these officers and it is hoped that a number of them will be advanced 
next year to flag rank.

Data for Army Register ~- 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: ; 

The official Army Register, published in 
October 1949 deleted such items as details 
in GSC; ratings, including Combat In- 
fantryman, Parachutists, etc. It also de- 
leted the chronological record of promo- 
tion service and other valuable informa- 
tion, including promotion lists for the 
various arms and services. 

A previous article in the JOURNAL indi- 
cated that the above mentioned omissions 
were directed as an economy move in 
printing and as space saver., It appears 
that much needed pertinent information 
has been sacrificed under the guise of 
economy. Approximately 270 pages of the 
Register have been devoted to the Re- 
tired List, which has no more than 10-15 
pages of additions and deletions yearly. 
Would it not be more economical to pub- 
lish a separate volume of the Retired List 
and put out the few pages of changes, 
yearly? 

If I were a Director of Personnel in an 
Overseas Commanut, or G-1 of an Army, 
Corps, or Division in the ZI and received 
orders on several officers reporting sixty 
or ninety days hence, I would prepare a 
brief on the officers concerned, with a 
recommendation to C/S or C.G. for their 
assignments, based on the needs of the 
command and pending unfilled requisi- 
tions. Not having the officers 66 or any 
other information other than the special 
order and the primary MOS I would con- 
sult the Army Register for further in- 
formation on the officer. Unfortunately 
I would not be able to ascertain if the offi- 
cer had had any GSC experience, if he 
was rated as a Combat Infantryman or 
Parachutist and where he ranked on the 
permanent promotion list. 

Let’s restore the pertinent information 
to the Army Register.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The President this week put an end to speculation as to possi- 
ble American military intervention in the Chinese civil war by definitely announcing 
a hands-off policy with respect to Formosa. With reference to various pleas by 
members of Congress and others for positive assistance to the nationalists who are 
planning a last ditch stand on Formosa the President told his press conference on 
Thursday that the United States would not extend any military aid or advice to the 
Chinese nationalists in the defense of the island. 

Mr. Truman emphasized that the United States had no predatory designs on 
Formosa or any other Chinese territory. He said that this country did not desire 
any special interests in Formosa, and did not at this time want any military bases 
on the island. He said there was no intention of utilizing our military forces to 
interfere in the present situation. He said the resources of Formosa were sufficient 
for the nationalists to obtain the items needed for defense of the island. However, 
he added that economic assistance through the Economic Cooperation Administra- 
tion will continue. Such aid has been non-military, consisting chiefly in supplying 
fertilizer for the farmers. 

President Truman devoted his State of the Union message to Congress this 
week largely to domestic problems, but did touch on some general aspects of 
our foreign relations. Departing from the prepared text of his message the 
President warmly praised the Congress for its support of the bipartisan foreign 
policy. The President was optimistic on the future of our international relations 
and gave no indication that he considered war a possibility in the foreseeable future. 

Mr. Truman declared that the greatest danger that had faced this country— 
that most of Europe and the Mediterranean might collapse under totalitarian 
pressure—had receded. He failed to discuss the defeat of nationalist China and 
the Communist sweep in Asia. This caused a number of members of Congress to 
express their disappointment that the President had nothing to say on this important 
development. 

Among the recommendations of the President in the field of foreign policy were 
the continued support of the United Nations, development of plans for the common 
defense of free nations against aggression, aid for the European Recovery Program, 
expansion of world trade, membership in the International Trade Organization, and 
provision for technical assistance and capital investment for the ‘improvement of 
the under-developed areas of the world. 

With the reconvening of the 81st Congress, legislative interest turns largely 
to foreign policies of the United States. Secretary of State Dean Acheson will appear 
before a closed session of the Foreign Relations. Committee of the Senate to give 
®@ global review of the current international situation and to outline our policies 
with respect to present and expected developments. 

During the recess of Congress, many members of both Houses visited Europe 
and Asia and returned with very definite ideas as to what our future course of 
action should be. Members of Congress, including both those who were abroad and 
those who stayed at home, are convinced that our European economic and military 
aid for the next fiscal year should be cut at least a billion dollars below current 
authorizations. They are also greatly concerned over the Red menacé in the Far East. 

It appears certain that our aid to Europe, both under the Marshall Plan and 
under the Mutual Assistance Program, will be reduced well below our commitments 
for the present year. Returning Congressmen who have visited Europe are warm 
in their praise of the functioning of the Marshall Plan, and agree that it has been 
a tremendous factor in the remarkable economic recovery of the western democra- 
cies. They feel that the progress thus far achieved is such that we can with safety 
taper off our financial assistance. Likewise, they are of the opinion that aid in 
rearmament may also be materially reduced. Unless there are unforeseen interna- 
tional occurrences which endanger the peace, the Congress will undoubtedly -cut 
foreign commitments, as one method of reducing the expected heavy deficit in the 
national budget. . 

The principal concern in the. Far Eastern situation, relates to Formosa. The 
Chinese Reds have captured practically all of continental China and are threatening 
the last remnants of nationalist power on the island stronghold of Formosa. Nation- 
alist leaders have requested American aid in defending this island, but the request 
has been turned down. The State Department is apparently convinced that Formosa 
cannot be held against a determined Red assault. It is reported to have notified our 
diplomatic and consular representatives in the Orient that the Contmunists are 
certain to capture the island in the near future, possibly with the aid of disloyal 
elements in the nationalist forces and in the native population of Formosa. Pre- 
sumably the purpose of the notification was to discount in advance the credit the 
Reds would claim for this military achievement. 

Despite the position of the Administration many military observers and the 
members of Congress who were recently in the Far East feel that the loss of this 
bastion to the Communists would greatly weaken our position in that part of the 
world. Formosa in unfriendly hands could provide air and submarine bases from 
which attacks could be made on air and sea communications of our outer defenses. 

Some members of Congress feel that we should provide the nationalist defenders 
of Formosa with funds and armament for the coming struggle, and assign a military 
mission to provide professional guidance in the defense of the island. Others, includ- 
ing former President Herbert Hoover and Senator Robert A. Taft (R-Ohio), would 
send sea and air power to insure that this important base is kept in non-Communist 
hands. P 

Although intervention will not occur, the Navy is strengthening American fleet 
units in Asiatic waters, probably as a precautionary measure against the possibility 
of any anti-American incident in the Far East, The latest additions to our Naval 
power in the Pacific will be the aircraft carrier Boxer and the destroyers Buck 
and Johnson. These vessels will sail from the Pacific Coast next week to join the 

Seventh Task Fleet, which is maintained as a highly mobile force, based in Japan, to 
support our national policy and as a stabilizing influence. 

Of special significance will be the trip of the Joint Chiefs of Staff to Japan early 
mext month. They will confer with General of the Army Douglas MacArthur, Supreme 
Commander in Japan, and will inspect our military installations in the Far East 
and Hawaii. General MacArthur has been represented as being greatly concerned 
over the Communist conquest of China and the danger that all Asia may be 
engulfed by the Red tidal wave. Undoubtedly the recommendations of the Joint 




















Chiefs on their return -will weigh heavily in the determination of our future policies 
affecting the Far East. 

The Chinese nationalists have mined the sea approaches to Shanghai and other 
Communist-held ports, and the State Department has warned American lines to 
keep their ships away from these dangerous waters, threatening the revocation of 
the licenses of the masters of vessels which venture into the mined areas. The 
Isbrandtsen line, the only American company now operating ships in the China 
trade, has announced that it will ignore the warning. 

In-a New Year message General MacArthur congratulated the Japanese people 
on their new constitution in which they forswear war and the maintenance of 
armed forces. He urged them to uphold their ideal of peace through disarmament, 
and assured them that other nations in due course would join in this dedication. 
At the same time the Supreme Commander declared that “by no sophistry of 
reasoning” could the constitution be interpreted as meaning that Japan had for- 
feited the right of self-defense against unprovoked aggression. While the question 
was not directly raised in General MacArthur’s message, some have construed it 
to mean that any grant of military bases to the United States would be a measure 
of self-defense and not in any sense a violation of the spirit of the pacific declarations 
of the constitution. 

The United States has granted Yugoslavia permission to purchase American 
commercial aircraft engines and other civilian aviation equipment. For the present, 
at least, the United States will continue to denyethat country the right to buy 
military types of aircraft engines, which it has eagerly sought. The permit to 
procure civil aircraft engines and other equipment followed the signing of an 
agreement authorizing planes of an American air line to make scheduled flights to 
and from Yugoslavia. 

Following attacks by the Russian press on the United States for allegedly 
fostering the development of bacteriological warfare, Secretary General Trygve Lie 
of the United Nations suggested international control of biological, chemical and 
similar weapons of mass destruction. He said that he still hoped for a constructive 
approach to international control of atomic energy and added that this might be 
sxtended to the field of biological and chemical weapons. 

The United States has ordered Hungary to close its consulates at New York 
and Cleveland by 15 Jan. This action is in apparent retaliation for the imprisonment 
by the Red government of Hungary of Robert Vogeler, an American business man, 
who has been held incommunicado in Budapest since 18 Nov., on obviously trumped-up 
charges of espionage. 


Notes Around the World—-Thé death of Rear Adm. Nikolai Zayats, 65, whd 
entered the Russian Navy in 1908, is reported by the Soviet newspaper, Red Fleet. 

Sailing of the Dutch aircraft carrier Karel Doorman from Rotterdam was 
highlighted by the presence aboard the 13,900-ton vessel of Prince Bernhard. The 
ship will visit the Dutch Antilles and Venezuela. 

In Syria, Col. Anwar Bannoud has ‘been appointed acting Army Chief of Staff, 
succeeding Gen. Sami Hinnawi, imprisoned last month after leading a coup in 
August 1949, in which President Husni Zayim was assassinated.

Construction of the transmitter building, which will require form 15 to 18 
months to complete, is expected to be started within 30 daysi. Land at the site is 
being cleared, roads constructed, the creek channel diverted, and s‘#bstation and 
transmission lines erected under smaller contracts. The new’ radio’ station will 
develop more than 1,000,000 watts of power to’ provide effective all-we@ther Naval 
communications throughout the Pacific area. Its antermae spans will be stispended 
across the top of a valley formed by two 2,000-foot mountains, with véetical!dswnleads 
connecting to the transmitter building on the valley floor.

A Backward Glance—Shortly after the Nation celebrated a mid-century New 
Year’s, the second session of the 81st Congress this week initiated action on complex 
legislation, highlighted by critical measures affecting the Armed Services. Proposals 
and inquiries currently under surveillance by the House and Senate Armed Services 
Committee, however, are somewhat different in caliber—although somewhat alike in 
kind—of the legislation which confronted the 56th Congress exactly 50 years ago. 

The ARMY AND Navy JourNAL of 6 Jan. 1900 reported these developments: 

The House is expected in the near future to take action “on some measure of a 
general character relating to the reorganization of the Army.” (An Army reorganiza- 
tion bill coincidentally is also before the 81st Congress.) Action on an Army appro- 
priations bill is slated to evoke speeches protesting the cost of maintaining a larger 
standing Army than 25,000 men. 

The first 20th century issue of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL observed in its legisla- 
tive preview that the Navy is vitally interested in a bill which would establish a Gov- 
ernment plant for the manufacture of armor plate. “The Navy Department has been 
greatly hampered,” it was reported, “on Account of the fact that Congress is unwilling 
to pay more than $300 a ton for the best armor plate.” 

Adjoining news columns carried stories which reported German development of 
an armored train; related Army efforts to manufacture a pistol “which will in effect 
be an automatic hand machine gun” ; described plans for the largest Navy battleships 
in history—vessels of 14,000 tons; and which quoted the New York Telegram’s edi- 
torial blast against “niggardly” pay for military personnel. 


National Guard Relations—Maj. Gen. E. A. Walsh, president of the National Guard 
Association, has declared in a year-end summation that relations with the Army “are 
the best in history,” and added “we are hopeful that the new year will resolve many 
vexing questions where the Department of the Air Force and National Guard are con- 
cerned.” General Walsh said that an entente cordiale is desired. With regard to Na- 
tional Guard expansion, General Walsh asserted that “we cannot and will not con- 
tinue to expand indefinitely unless adequate provisions are made for a joint armory 
construction program by the Federal Government and the States and there is adequate 
assurance that the added personnel will be properly equipped.” 

Legislation to provide additional armory facilities is certain to have vigorous 
National Guard support during the second session of the 81st Congress. 


" -Man” Retires—The retirement of Nobel Prize winner Dr. Irving Langmuir 
as associate director of the General Electric Laboratory in Schenectady, N. Y., will not 
mean his abandonment of research in cooperation with Army and Navy in the artifi- 
cial production of rain and snow, the noted scientist said this week. Dr. Langmuir 
said he would continue with current research projects, “especially on Project Cirrus, 
which is studying the phenomena causing precipitation.” 


Armed Services Police Detachment—An official party headed by Secretary of De- 
fense Louis Johnson attended ceremonies marking the activation of the new Armed 
Services Police Detachment held at the U.S. Naval Gun Factory, Washington, D. C.,on 
3 Jan, Other members of the invited party included Gordon Gray, Secretary of the 
Army; Francis P. Matthews, Secretary of the Navy; Eugene M. Zuckert, Asst. Secre- 
tary of the Air Force; Maj. Gen. E. P. Parker, USA, Provost Marshal General of the 
Army; Rear Adm. John W. Roper, USN, Chief of Naval Personnel; Brig. Gen. J. V. 
Dillon, USAF, Air Provost Marshal; Col. J. T. Colo, USA, Commanding Officer, Mili- 
tary District of Washington; Rear Adm. Glenn B. Davis, USN, Commandant, Potomac 
River Naval Command; and Col. Sidney D. Grubbs, USAF, Commanding Officer, Head- 
quarters Command, U3S. Air Force. 

The ASPD has been staffed by men of the Provost Guard, Military District of 
Washington, the Shore Patrol, Potomac River Naval Command and the Air Police 
Unit, Headquarters Command, U.S. Air Force. The new Detachment will replace all 
military, naval and air police operating in a radius of ten miles from the center of 
Washington. It will be based at the Naval Gun Factory. The first Detachment Com- 
mander.is Lt. Comdr. Max J. McIntire, USN, who has been Director of Discipline of 
the Potomac River Naval Command. Command of the Detachment will be rotated 
among the three services. 

Thirty-three enlisted perSonnel and two officers from each service have been as- 
Signed as the initial complement. Fourteen of the men are Marines. One enlisted 
woman has been assigned from each service, but they will be detailed to purely admin- 
jstrative work. 

The men will wear uniforms of their respective services but certain of their equip- 
ment, such as leggings, belts and arm bands, will be standard. 


Third Army ORC Plans—Approximately 3,852 Reserve officers in the Third Army 
will receive field training in area schools during 1950. The Organized Reserve Corps 
field training program for 1950 calls for area schools at Ft. Benning, Ga., Ft. Bragg, 
N. C., Camp Gordon, Ga., and at the Atlanta General Depot. The schools will be held 
from May through December. The following Third Army area schools will be held at 
Ft. Benning: Adjutant General, Armored Cavalry, Chemical, Engineer, Infantry, JAG, 
Military Intelligence, QM and Transportation. 

The Ordnance school will be held at the Atlanta General Depot. Camp Gordon 
will be the scene of two area schools, the Signal School and the Military Police school. 
The Artillery and Branch Immaterial schools will take place at Ft. Bragg.

End War Assets Administration—An order abolishing the War Assets Administra- 
tion was issued 30 Dec. by Jess Larson, Administrator of General Services. The order, 
effective close of business 31 Dec., transfers remaining functions to a liquidation unit 
in the General Services Administration. WAA was created on 25 March 1946, by 
Executive Order of the President for the purpose of disposing of war surplus Under 
the Serplus Property Act of 1944. On 1 July 1949, WAA was transferred to the new 
General Services Administration for liquidation. 

Virtually all of the $27.2 billion of personal and real property declared surplus to 
WAA has been disposed. Left-overs include 65 generaf real estate and complex indus- 
trial properties which cost the Government $83,477,000 to acquire. These range from 
Army installations to specialized steel casting plants. Also remaining are about $200 
million in aircraft components (acquisition cost) but sales already scheduled will 
completely liquidate this inventory by 31 Jan. ‘ 

At the same time Mr. Larson announced that he had received a letter of resigna- 
tion from Rear Adm. Paul L. Mather, Liquidator of War Assets since 1 July, and form- 
er WAA Administrator. Admiral Mather, who had been Associate War Assets Ad- 
ministrator since December, 1947, succeeded Mr. Larson as WAA Administrator on 


. 6 June. 


Extended Motor Journey—The longest motorized troop movement in Army his- 
tory began 30 Dec. as men from Camp Carson, Colo., headed for a joint U.S.-Canadian 
controlled exercise in Canada. The caravan will take 20 days to complete a 2,900-mile 
journey to the Yukon territory. Members of 4th Field Hospital were the first element 
ot the 14th Regiment’s 1st Battalion Combat Team to leave for Whitehorse, Yukon 
Territory, base camp for the first joint military operation in the peacetime history of 
North America’s two greatest allies. 

Commanded by Col. F. S. Bowen, jr., Camp Carson commandant, the Battalion 
Combat Team will be the major U.S. Army force participating in the exercise, slated 
for early 1950. The convoy route follows US Highway 87 from Colorado Springs through 
Denver and Cheyenne, Wyo., to Great Falls, Mont., following US 91 from there across 
the Canadian border to Edmonton, Alberta, Canada. From Dawson Creek, British 
Columbia, the convoy will travel the famed Alean Highway to Whitehorse. 


Military Band Music—Capt. Thomas F. Darcy, USA-Ret., formerly commanding 
officer of the Army Band, has compiled and arranged a ceremonial band book which 
contains a master chart with explanatory notes governing the musical honors pre- 
scribed for all general officers and flag officers of the Armed Services. Army Circular 
123 says the book is considered of value “not only to Army bandleaders but to all indi- 
viduals in the military service who are concerned with the furnishing of appropriate 
music for civil and military functions.” 


Army Field Forces—Brig. Gen. Henry A. Barber, jr., retired from the Army 
after more than 32 years’ service in a special ceremony at’Fort Monroe, Va., 31 Dec. 
A special Guard of Honor was provided and the ceremony was attended by General 
Mark W.. Clark, Chief, Army Field Forces. General Barber was assigned to the 
Training Section, Office, Chief, Army Field Forces, at the time of his retirement.

“mobile force readily available to sup- 
port U.S. national policy and to serve as 
a stabilizing influence in the Western 
Pacific,” the Navy said.

AF Fueling Expert Retires 

Col. Robert T. Zane, Deputy for Ma- 
teriel of the First Air Force, credited with 
the recent development of a hydrant re- 
fueling system that is capable of fueling 
large numbers of jet fighter aircraft 
simultaneously, retired 31 Dec. He has 
been in the military service since 1917. 

As head of the materiel division, 
Colonel Zane developed the hydrant re- 
fueling system and had it successfully 
demonstrated at Dow AFB, Bangor, Me., 
early in 1949, using F-84 Thunderjets for 
the test. The hydrant method is capable 
of servicing an ‘operational squadron of 
16 jet fighters simultaneously, providing 
both speed and economy, and is a com- 
plete departure from the conventional 
fueling system. 





Pay Bill Changes 


Representative Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex.), 
sponsor of the Career compensation bill 
which became law last year, told THE 
JOURNAL this week that his sub-commit- 
tee of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee will be prepared to take up 
amendments that may appear desirable 
after study.

Culminating in a full-scale assault on 
the island of Vieques, off Puerto Rico, 
PORTREX will be conducted jointly by 
units of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Air Force, and will involve more than 
80,000 men of the combined forces. 

Lt. Gen. John R. Hodge, commanding 
general of V Corps, Fort Bragg, will com- 
mand the “invasion” force.

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Seeks Passenger Ships 

United States shipping officials will 
strive during 1950 to increase the number 
of passenger vessels—important assets in 
national defense, according to a New 
Year’s statement by President Frank J. 
Taylor of the American Merchant Marine 
Institute. At the present time, the Mer- 
chant Marine has less than 50 passenger 
ships. 

The following are pertinent excerpts 
from Mr. Taylor’s report: 

“The American Merchant Marine, which 
felt the effects of war almost immediately 
after September 1939, completed a ten-year 
cycle in 1949 and neared what may be its 
post-war position. Following a difficult re- 
conversion and readjustment period since 
VJ-Day, American shipping achieved some 
degree of stability in the year and looks for- 
ward in 1950 to making great progress in re- 
building its passenger fleet, the lone defi- 
ciency in a well balanced fleet. 

‘The privately-owned fleet continued in the 
neighborhood of 1,200 ships of approximately 
14,000,000 deadweight tons, the only reduc- 
tion in the size of the active fleet coming 
through the return of 200 ships chartered 
from the Maritime Commission. It is ex- 
pected during 1950, that most of the remain- 
ing chartered ships will cease operation and 
American-flag operation will be mainly by 
private owners, the same status as that which 
prevailed pre-war. The present active fleet 
consists of approximately 1,330 units of about 
15,250,000 deadweight tons. 

“In 1950, American shipping companies 
will continue to place great emphasis on the 
regularity and speed of service furnished by 
their ships. It is their goal to carry at least 
50% of the foreign trade of this country. 

‘‘To furnish uninterrupted service, the in- 
dustry will continue its efforts to achieve 
stable labor relations. In 1949, there were 
no shipping strikes on the Atlantic and Gulf 
Coasts. There is every likelihood that this 
record will continue in 1950 in view of the 
greater realization of labor’s stake in hav- 
ing an efficient and active merchant marine 
that can furnish steady employment.”

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Domestic Economy 

The President’s annual message to the 
Congress delivered this week is generally 
regarded as much more favorable to busi- 
ness than that of a year ago. He was 
definitely optimistic as to the long-range 
economic future of the country. At the 
same time he recommended a number of 
legislative measures which are strongly 
opposed by industrial management. 

In a prophetic vein the President pre- 
dicted that our 255 billion dollar annual 
production would be quadrupled by A. D. 
2000, and, allowing for increase in pop- 
ulation, that the real income of the av- 
erage family would be trebled. Such 
gains, Mr. Truman contended, were pos- 
sible only through the continued opera- 
tion of the competitive economic system. 

Among the measures affecting business 
which the President recommended for 
enactment were curbs on monopolistic 
mergers, assistance for small enterprises, 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act, farm pro- 
duction payments as contained in the 
Brannan proposal, government assist- 
ance in housing for the lower and middle 
income families, continuance of rent con- 
trol for another year, authorization of 
the St. Lawrence Waterway, establish- 
ment of the Columbia Valley Adminis- 
tration, expansion of the Social Security 
System, strengthening of unemployment 
compensation legislation, and provision 
for universal medical insurance. 

The President pledged himself to hold 
governmental expenditures to a bare 
minimum, but said a moderate increase 
in tax revenue would be necessary. It 
has been forecast that some excise taxes 
will be cut, to be offset by increased 
levies on corporate earnings. The Presi- 
dent did not give any figures on prospec- 
tive expenditures, but Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn (D-Tex.) said the total budget would 
be about $42 billion, a decline of $1.8 bil- 
lion from current expenditures.

the domestic trunk lines, feeder lines and 
U. S. flag international carriers. 

The computation for 1949, according to 
Dr. Lewis C. Sorrell, Director of Research 
for the Air Transport Association, is 
based on the final reports for the first ten 
months of the year and estimates for 
November and December. 

Dr. Sorrell estimates that the total 
gross revenue for 1949 will reach $765- 
314,865 compared with $678,879,594 for 
1948, 

Operating expenses of the lines, accord- 
ing to estimates, will reach $720,484,617 
in 1949, approximately 9 per cent higher 
than the $662,558,267 for the preceding 
year. 

Based on these figures, net operating 
profit for the scheduled airlines may in- 
crease from the $16,321,327 for the three 
groups combined in 1948 to a possible 
$44,830,248 in 1949. 

Total revenue passenger miles will in- 
crease approximately 11.4 per cent, ac- 
cording to Dr. Sorrell, with the domestic 
trunk lines showing an increase of 13.9 
per cent and the international carriers 
an increase of 13.5 per cent. Total reve- 
nues from passenger traffic in 1949 gained 
about 12.7 per cent, despite a fractional 
drop in the average passenger-mile re- 
ceipts of the trunk lines. 

In 1949, as in 1948, the most conspicuous 
change took place in the transport of 
commodities. Dr. Sorrell’s estimate of the 
ton-miles of express and freight for do- 
mestic trunk and international flag car- 
riers is 180, 379,347 as compared with 145,- 
543,024 in the preceding year—a gain of 
almost 24 per cent. Where domestic air 
freight is concerned alone, figures show 
95,317,116 ton-miles flown in 1949 against 
70,702,605 in 1948, a gain of 34.8%. 

Income from the mails assumed in- 
creasing importance in the revenues of 
the international and feeder lines but de- 
creased relatively in the domestic trunk 
lines. There was an increasing overall 
volume of mail and in some instances in- 
creases in the rates of compensation, Dr. 
Sorrell said. 

Of the total operating revenues of the 
airlines for 1949, Dr. Sorrell’s figures show 
that passenger traffic contributed 72.3 per 
cent; mail 18.2 per cent; freight and ex- 
press 6.7 per cent, with excess baggage 
and other services accounting for 2.8%.

lel the operations of their corps. 

“An on-job training program for en- 
listed public information  specialists— 
conducted last year as an experiment— 
is about to be revived on a permanent 
basis. In the test program, seventy-seven 
soldiers, most of them specially recruited 
from civil life, were given three-month 
tours of duty as ‘staff members’ of news- 
papers and radio stations throughout the 
country. A Navy chief petty officer was 
among those receiving training. Six thou- 
sand feet above sea level and 1300 miles 
inland, the Navy chief learned the radio 
business at station KFBC in Cheyenne. 

“Among the media cooperating in the 
public information program were news- 
papers with circulations ranging from 
8000 to 500,000 and radio stations of from 
250- to 50,000-watt power. Station WNYC, 
the Nation’s only municipally owned 
broadcasting system, and the unique Fort 
Worth-Dallas operation—in which two 
separately owned stations, WBAP and 
WFAA, share one clear-channel and one 
5000-watt transmitter—both trained sol- 
diers. Newspapers in Columbus, Georgia, 
and Fayetteville, North Carolina, where 
the Army is ‘big business,’ took on-job 
trainees, as did newspapers in such cities 
as Phoenix, Arizona, and Bangor, Maine, 
where Army activity is virtually non- 
existent. . 

“But whatever the size, location or rela- 
tive importance of the training agency, 
Army personnel monitoring the program 
found that trainees were accepted whole- 
heartedly not only by management but 
by the staff as well. Almost all of the 
trainees worked in civilian clothing while 
on temporary duty. 

“Editor Robert L. Gray of the Fayette- 
ville (North Carolina) Observer, in sum- 
ming up one trainee’s three-month tour 
under his supervision, expressed a con- 
cern fairly common among civilian co- 
operators. ‘Please don’t make Wilkinson 
a cook’ was the report’s closing sentence. 

“Present efforts in the internship-in- 
industry program are directed at prevent- 
ing such misclassification. Tying in closely 
with the officer career management and 
the enlisted career guidance programs, 
Army supervision of on-job trainees ex- 
tends beyond the actual period of train- 
ing. To assure the use of its enlisted 
specialists in the field for which they were 
trained, the Public Information Division 
maintains liaison with assignment author- 
ities in the Adjutant General’s Office. 
Likewise, the assignments of officers 
trained in other programs are closely 
watched. In some instances, graduates of 
the Personnel and Administration train- 
ing program are not presently engaged 
in personnel and administration duties. 
In such cases, however, it is generally 
true that they are in fields closely allied 
to that for which they were trained. They 
may have gone to command assignments 
with an increased understanding of per- 
sonnel management, or they may have 
been assigned as teachers of personnel 
administration in such Army institutions 
as the Command and General Staff Col- 
lege. 

“In both the officer program sponsored 
by Personnel and Administration Divi- 
sion and the enlisted program conducted 
by the Public Information Division, 
trainees are drawn not from one arm or 
service, but from many. The Technical 
Services on the other hand—Quarter- 
master, Engineer and Transportation 
Corps, for example—have their own in- 
ternship-in-industry programs which are 
operated for branch-assigned personnel. 
Regular Army captains and majors in the 
Ordnance Department, for instance, may 
receive training in the practical phases 
of industrial production during a year of 
duty with such concerns as General Mo- 
tors, General Electric, duPont or U. S. 
Steel. In these and other firms, they re- 
ceive training on the executive level in 
plant organization, operation and man- 
agement. 

“Another important aspect of factory 
operation—plant security—is being organ- 
ized as an on-job study field. Currently, 
one Military Police officer is taking this 
type of training at the International Har- 
vester factory. 

“The Corps of Engineers has officers 





on duty with such firms as Caterpillar, 
LeTourneau, Bucyrus-Erie and Barber 


| Greene. At these heavy duty machinery 


plants, they learn about plant and prod- 
uct design, raw material procurement, 
traffic routing, scheduling, warehousing, 
manufacturing, quality control, inspec- 
tions, personnel problems, management 
techniques, cost accounting and sales 
methods. Engineer officers specializing in 
public utilities operation work with the 
staff of the New York City Public Utili- 
ties Commission. Others in training as 
supply experts study warehousing and 
distribution with Sears Roebuck. 

“Three-way cooperation among Army, 
management and labor has been excel- 
lent. Industrial managers realize that 
they have a stake in keeping the Army 
aware of their problems, products and 
ability to produce, Labor, too, has volun- 
teered its cooperation. When the Trans- 
portation Corps decided to take up the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad’s offer to 
train enlisted men in railroading skills, 
the operating brotherhoods concerned 
were quick to give their assent. Trans- 
portation Corps soldiers and C&O em- 
ployees, teamed up as primary employees 
and supernumeraries on the job, work 
together in complete harmony. 

“Monsanto Chemical, Standard Oil of 
New Jersey and other firms are working 
with the Chemical Corps in a two-phase, 
college-industry training program similar 
to that conducted by Personnel and Ad- 
ministration Division. 

“Under the widely varied Signal Corps 
program on-job training is provided for 
Signal o.ucers and enlisted personnel in 
incustrial management, wire communica- 
tion, television operations, portrait phe 
tography, dial-central-office telephone c 
eration and telephonic repeater and 
carrier procedures in industry. Recently, 
in cooperation with Public Information 
Division, the Signal Corps instituted a 
test program to determine the feasibility 
of on-job training in news photography. 
The three men selected for the experi- 
ment received public information training 
at the Armed Forces Information School 
and were then detailed to the photo- 
graphic staffs of cooperating newspapers 
for three months. 

“Pursuing its variegated supply activ- 
ities, the Quartermaster Corps has placed 
trainees in many kinds of industry. In 
the food service field, Quartermaster offi- 
cers are working and studying at the 
Hotels Statler in New York and Wash- 
ington, Hotel New Yorker, the Parker 
House in Bost-n and Palmer House in 
Chicago. While the fine points of food 
service are learned in such famed kit- 
chens, the problems of mass feeding on 
a less elegant level are not neglected 
either. Trotti Brothers, Boston industrial 
caterers, are among those opening their 
organizations to Quartermaster special- 
ists. 

“As the Army’s agency for procure- 
ment, storage and issue of petroleum 
products, the Quartermaster Corps sends 
specialists to Socony-Vacuum, Gulf, Tex- 
aco and other petroleum processing firms. 
Here terminal operations, management, 
production and refining are learned the 
hard—and practical—way. As with the 
Corps of Engineers, Sears Roebuck trains 
Quartermaster warehousing experts. The 
A&P store system gives other supply offi- 
cers the benefit of its experience in food 
distribution. Food processing activities at 
General Mills, Libby McNeil & Libby and 
large meat packing houses are studied 
by still other Quartermaster officers. 

“Summarizing the results attained by 
the internship-in-industry program, an 
Ordnance authority recently declared: 
‘To date, the program has done much to 
acquaint our officers with the problems 
confronted by industry, and in turn it has 
gone far toward acquainting American 
industry with the problems the Army 
finds in mobilization of American indus- 
try.’ It is in this realm—of Army-industry 
understanding and awareness of common 
problems—that the internship program is 
making a significant contribution to the 
Nation’s preparedness.”

Dependent Care Status 

In view of Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson’s opposition to the Bureau of 
the Budget proposal which would elimi- 
nate medical care for the families of 
military personnel, it is not likely that 
any action along this line will be under. 
taken during the early weeks of the new 
session of Congress. 

However, the issue is not yet dead. It 
is under study by a Department of De- 
fense Committee and undoubtedly pro- 
ponents of the economy move in the 
Bureau of the Budget will again seek to 
cut this traditional service to families of 
Army, Navy, Air Force, and Marine 
Corps officers and enlisted men. 

However, any such proposal should be 
met by vigorous Congressional opposi- 
tion. Previous issues of the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL have reported strong pro- 
tests by key Congressional leaders to the 
Bureau of the Budget plan. To the state- 
ments already made by Senators and 
Representatives, eager to record their 
opposition to the dependent care cut, the 
following additional expressions have 
been given to THE JOURNAL. 

Senator John J. Sparkman (D-Ala.), 
told the JouRNAL: “I am definitely against 
it.” In expressing his disapproval, Senator 
Sparkman agreed that depriving depend- 
ents of these privileges would complicate 
the problem (now being considered by his 
subcommittee of the Joint Committee on 
the Economic Report) of providing hos- 
pital and education privileges for low-in- 
come families. 

Representative W. Sterling Cole (R-N. 
Y.), felt that “If the Hook report regarded 
hospital privileges as a perequisite of the 
services, there should be no change.” 

Senator Guy M. Gillette (D-Iowa), said 
“If taking away these privileges involves 
repudiating promises made or implied, I 
would be against taking them away.” 


Appropriations Hearings 

Whether or not the appropriation bills 
are to be presented to Congress in one 
package, hearings by subcommittees of 
the House Committee on Appropriations 
are to be hastened. Hearings on the 
Treasury and Post Office sections of the 
national budget were started 5 Jan. Hear- 
ings on all other sections are slated to 
start on 9 Jan., and all will be marked 
up by 15 March. 

Hearings on the unified Military budg- 
et, starting on 9 Jan. are scheduled to 
end on 3 March and to be written up on 
15 March. 

The schedule of witnesses and the dates 
of their probable testifying is expected 
to be issued by 9 Jan. 

The makeup of the Armed Services sub- 
committee of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee remains as during the first session 
of the present Congress, and is composed 
of the following members: Representa- 
tives (Democrats) Mahon (Tex.), Shep- 
pard (Calif.), Sikes (Fla.), and (Repub- 
licans) Engel (Mich.), Plumley (Vt.).
